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‘CHURCHILL'S ULSTER TOUR 


WHE PARNELLITES DENOUNCE HIS: 


UTTERANCES. 


THEY DESCRIBE HIM AS A CONTEMPTIBLE 
POLITICIAN—THE SILVER QUESTION— 
__ HE DISTRESSED WORKINGMEN. 

Lonpov, Feb. 23.—1n an interview to-day 
Mr. Parnell said he did not attach serious polit- 
Ical importance to Lord Randolph Churchill’s 
Bpeech at Belfast. His visit to Uister was likely 
toend in smoke. It was not generally known 
that the proportion of Catholics to Protestants 
in Ulster was as 49 to 51. Churchill was a most 
contemptible politician, He would have taken 
either side just as suited his purposes at the 
moment. He was virtually on the National side 
and against the Orangemen just before taking 
Office. He was extremely unpopular with the 
Orangemen then. His militant orations may be 
Bummed up in one word—“talk.” The Orangemen 
do not intend to fight. The last Orange demop- 
stration in Ulster proved this. As soon as a few 
Orangemen were pricked with bayonets bya 
handful of policemen all bolted. Churchill was 
no more violent than was to be expected. 

Mr. Sexton, in an interview, said the speech 
rendered Churchill impotent to affect English 
opinion. Churchill’s position on the Irish ques- 
tion was one of bad faith. Everybody knew 
thatif the elections had made Salisbury inde- 
pendent of the Orange members Churchill would 
how have been engaged on a homerule bill. 
Churchill now appealed to Orangemen under 
the delusion that they would put the Tories in 
power by winning British sympathy. His 
Bpeech showed ignorance of Irish politics as 
Well as of human nature. Within living mem-

traitorous than Churchill’s. Within Mr. Sex- 
ton’sown knowledge membersof the League 
had been sent to prison for life for using such 
language. Churchill was a political outlaw. It 
‘Was impossible for him to speak for the mature 
leaders of a party. 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor in an interview said: 
“Churchill failed to do his best for the Nation- 
Blists, and is now doing his best against them. 
With folly arising from a shallow mind and ab- 
Bolute illiteracy he attacks a most sacred Catho- 
lic belief—the confessional. His speeches appeal 
to the lowest form of bigotry. They will do the 
Wationalists an immense amount of good.” 

Mr. Healy said he believed Churchill's speeches 
would excite the blood of the Liberals and bene- 
fit the Nationalists. “It isan attempt,” he con- 
tinued, “to drag sixteenth century feuds into 
the political arena of to-day. The story of 
Churchill’s relations with the Parnellites is bosh. 
I never conversed with him longer than five 
minutes at a time in my life.” 

Mr. O’Brien said: ‘*Churchill is serving us so 
hugely that I almost think he is revenging him-

At the meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
in this city to-day Mr. Forwood, Conservative 
member of Parliament from Lancashire, and a 
prominent merchant and ship owner of Liver- 
pool, presided. He attributed the present de- 
pression in British trade to the appreciation of 
gold, assisted by the competition of foreign 
products and manufactures turned out by 
skilled labor improved by technical education. 
The Dublin Chamber of Commerce offered, 
and the Glasgow Chamber seconded, a reso- 
lution “against weakening the*union between 
England and Ireland” because of “ the dishstrous 
nature of the results which would ensue to the 
commercial and trading interests of Great 
Britain.”” The gy by a vote nearly unani- 
mous, resolved that * the depreciation of silver 
and its present tendency toward disuse as money 
are disturbing trade generally and England’s 
Eastern commerce in particular.” Another res- 
olution adopted bythe meeting contained the 
following language; ** We urge the Government 
to unite with other countries in an endeavor to 
restore silver to its former function as a legal 
tender, thereby chad it a permanent instead of 
@ fluctuating value.” 

Mr. Josepn Chamberlain, President of tke 
Local Government Board, was visited to-day by 
a deputation of unemployed workingmen, who 
stated their grievances and asked what the Gov- 
ernment meant to doto relieve the prevailing 
distr-ss. Mr. Chamberlain, in his reply, depre- 
cated riots and aii similar forms of disturbance 
to manifest the needs of help. He said he was 
opposed to emigration asa means of relief, un- 
less the distress were chronic. This oppo- 
Rition was on many grounds, not 
the least among which was the fact 
tbat the colonies would refuse to welcome 
large numbers of paupers, because, among other 
reasons, their influx would cheapen the labor 
market. Mr. Chamberlain added that he hoped 
the Government would soon be able to establish 
the British laborer upon the soil he tilled. Pend- 

ng the accomplishment of this, he (Mr. Cham- 
rlain) would not cease urging the local boards 
to start relief works, such as paving and im- 
proving the streets, to furnish the means of 
subsistence to such as werein absolute need. 

The London trades unions unanimously re- 
jectes aid from the Mansion House relief fund. 
hey aeciare that they are able to provide for 
their own members out of ‘employment. The

The successor of Col. Henderson as Chief of 
the Police Depaptment of London will be either 
Capt. Shaw, Chief of the London Fire Brigade;

Jenkinson, of Dublin. Mr. Jenkinson is most 
likely toreceive the appointment. The commit- 
tee investigating the recent riot has found that 
Col. Henderson’s instructions to the police on 
the 8th inst., the day of the Trafaigar-square 
meeting, were meagre and inadequate, and that 
although he had been fu!ly warned he had noth- 
ing arranged to control the mob. The commuit- 
tee deciares that after the meeting had ended 
Col. Henderson ought to bave used cabs, tele- 
graph lines, and scouts to give warning before 
the mob’s march westward. 

The Dilke clique in the Chelsea Liberal Coun- 
cilare charged with stealing a march on the 
other members in adopting the resolution of 
confidence in Sir Charles Dilke. The majority of 
the council had no intimation that the resolu- 
tion would be brought up. The meeting was 
convened ostensibly to hear a member read a 
paper on free trade, and only Dilke’s friends 
Were present. Dilke appealed to the feelings of 
the meeting, but gave no good reason why he 
did not go into tbe witness box during the re- 
cent trial. The Liberals intend to demand of 
Dilke a publicstatement that he did not pack the 
meeting. 

Mr. James Bryce, Under Foreign Secretary, 
answering for the Governmenta question put 
by the Hon. Bernard J. 8. Coleridge, Radical, in 
the House of Commons, this evening, stated 
that the Government did not entertain the opin- 
ion that the present wasa favorable time to ap- 
proach the Sultan with a view to securing a ces- 
sion of territory to Greece. The statement was 
cheered by the Conservatives. 

Lord Rosebery, Foreign Secretary, has _re- 
ceived from Sir Horace Rumbold, the British 
Ministerj at Athens, a telegram announcing the 
formal submission of Greece, and stating that 
Premier Delyannis will prepare a protest to the 
powers that Greece submits only to force majeure. 


Lonpbox, Feb. 24.—A deputation of “ fair 
traders” waited upon Col. Henderson five days 
before the meeting and warned him of a proba- 
ble collision with the Socialists, who at a meet- 
ingibad advocated storming the fair traders 
platform. Col. Henderson provided a police 
force at Trafalgar-square, where he himself 
strolied in mufti during the meeting, at 
the close of which he ordered a _ force 
of police to proceed to Pall Mall. By an

“ PLON-PLON” THRILLS PARIS. 
HE PROTESTS AGAINST THE EXPULSION BILL 
AND DEFIES THE CHAMBERS, 


Paris, Feb. 23.—Prince Jerome Napo- 
leon (Plon-Plon) publishes a letter, addressed 
to the Senate and Chamber of Deputies, in 
which he protests against the proposed proscrip- 
tion of the French Princes, and insists that 
such treatment would be unfair. The Bona- 
partists, he declares, were defenders of 


the Revolution. What the republic requires 
to increase its strength and prestige 
he says, is reform of its methods of govern- 
ment. The expulsion of the Princes would tend 
to the destruction of the republic. Prince Na- 
poleon also takes occasion to criticise the man- 
ner in which the President is chosen. He says 
that the people should be allowed to elect their 
own Chief Magistrate, and that the method 
whichigives the power of selection to the National 
Assembly should be abolished. He declares that 
the bill of expulsion against the Princes is a re- 
vival of the loi ts. “It replaces,” 
says the writer, “justice by the police; it con- 
founds the Napoleons, the friends of the 
revolution, with the Bourbons, the enemies 
of the Revolution.” Prince Napoleon de- 
clares that he recognizes that a ‘repub- 
lic is the logical outcome -of universal 
suffrage, “ but,” he adds, **the present republic 
is a mere Oligarchy. It exists by the prosecu- 
tion of adventures, wasting the public money 
and resulting in national isolation and public 
poverty.” In conclusion the Prince exclaims: 
‘If it bea crime for a lover of France tu speak 
out of her danger then punish me!” The pro- 
test nas thrilled Paris with » genuine sensation. 
The newspapers are furious over it. They call it 
a ‘defiance,’ and demand the Prince’s expulsion. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Saint- 
Romme gave notice that he would move an 
amendment to the bill proposing a credit to 
enable the Madagascar treaty to be ratified, pro- 
viding that the treaty be referred back to the 
Government for reconsideration.

SAINTONGE, France, Feb. 23.—At the Aul- 
nay Fair to-day a herd of bullocks, worried by 
a gang of thieves, broke loose and charged into 
a crowed of spectators, killing three persons 


and injuring 140 others. During the panic which 
ensued the thieves busily devoted themselves to 
picking pockets. 


Parts, Feb. 23.—M. Renan to-day gave a 
rehearsal of his drama, *“* Mort,” to be produced 
at the Théftre Francais on the anniversary 
of the birth of Victor Hugo. The actors 
were congratulated on their portrayals of the 
characters drawn. In a dialogue participated 
in by the shades of Corneille, Racine, Boileau, 
Voltaire, and Diderot on the hopes of a century 
of social progress. Corneille asks: ** What poet 
will sing in that era as sweet and tender 
as ne, as logical as Boileau, as clear in 
style as Voltaire?”” The genius of the age ap-

*“*Hugo,”’ and closes the spectacle by crowning. 
a bust of Hugo. 


BERLIN, Eeb. 23.—The discussion of the 
Polish bill was continued in the lower house of 
the Prussian Diet to-day. The bill was op- 
posed by the. Polish Deputies and by 
the members of the new German Liberal 
and Centre Parties, while the Conservatives 
and National Liberals supported the measure. 
Dr. Lucius, Minister of Domains, pointed 
out that the 30 years’ Polish agita- 
tion had culminated in a é dangerous 
and firmly organized menace, and that 
it might take 10 yeurs to overcome 
the evil and attain the objects of the bill. The 
bill was finally referred to a committee of 21 
members. 

The editor of a Kiel newspaper who was ar- 
rested for complicity with Sarauw has been con- 
victed at Leipsic. 

The North German Gazette says: “* The prose- 
cution is imminent of numerous Germans who 
style themselves doctors on the strengtn of di- 
plomas purchased in Americs.

LOST IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 23.—Facts were 
learned to-day of a number of disasters in 
the South Pacific Islands. The schooner 
Navigator, which left this city several 


months ago for a cruise among the Samoan 
Islands, was struck by a heavy sea, capsized, 
and became a total loss while bound from 
Apia to another bamoan port. The crew and 
seven passengers were saved. The vessel was 
but recently built and was valued at $10,000. The 
schooner Darmatila, cruising among the Sand- 
wich Islands, was discovered bottom up in the 
Hawalian Channel. She had on board a crew of 
six men and one passenger, all of whom are 
believed to have been lost. The vessel was 
valued at $6,500, and was insured for $4,000. On 
Jan. 28 the steamer Planter, while bound from 
Kauai to Nihau, Sandwich Islands, struck on a 
reef near the latter place during a heavy fog 
and was completely wrecked. No lives were 
om. a vessel was valued at $75,000, and was 
msured.

SENATOR MORGAN'S PLAN 


—_— 

HE PROPOSES TO INVESTIGATE 
THE SENATE'S POWERS. 
RESOLUTIONS REGARDING MR. GARLARD’S 

LETTER AND PROPOSING AN INQUIRY— 
THE EFFECT OF THE NEW TARIFF BILL. 
WaAsHINGTON, Feb. 23.—When the Senate 
reached the order *“* Motions and Resolutions”’ 
to-day, Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, presented a 
series of resolutions, attached to a long pre- 
amble, in which he proposed enough work for 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections to 
keep that body busy for some time. In the 
preamble Mr. Morgan quoted the resolution 
attached to theKdmunds report condemning the 
refusal of Attorney-General Gariand to give in- 
formation called for relating to the Duskin case, 
and stated that if this resolution was adopted 
the Senate would thereby announce the prejudg- 
ment of the majority of that body without 
any trial according to law. If, the preamble 
continued, the Attorney-General bad in fact 
willfully committed any offense in violation of 
his official duty, and subversive of the funda- 
mental principles of the Government, he was 
only amenable to the condemnation of the Sen- 
ate, when the Senate was sitting with the Chief- 
Justice of the Supreme Court asa court of im- 
peachment to decide upon articles of impeach- 
ment presented by the House of Representa- 
tives. The Senate, it was declared, would be ex- 
posed to just censure if its members proposed to 
announce their judgment of condemnation 
against the Attorney-General in the manner 
proposed by the Judiciary Committee. Because 
of the statements made in this preamble Mr, 
Morgan proposed the adoption of the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections be instructed to inquire into and report upon 
the question whether the offense alleged against the 
Attorney-General of the United States in said resolu- 
tions is of the class of offenses for which the head of a 
Gepartment may be impeached and removed from 
Office, and whether the Senate can take jurisdiction of 
said alleged offense in the manner provided for in said 
resolution, and can proceed to convict and condemn 
the Attorney-General in advance of a trial for said 
alleged offense by a resolution of the Senate, there 
being no impeachment of said officer in the mode re- 
quired by the Constitution. 

Il. That said committee be instructed to further in- 
quireand report whether the Senate has the power 
under the law and the rules adopted for its govern- 
ment to arrest, try, convict, and punish the Attorney- 
General of the United States for the contempt of its 
rightful authority. 

IIf. That said committee be further instructed to in- 
quire and report whether the matter stated and re- 
ferred to in the manner set forth in the resolution re- 
ported from the Committee on the Judiciary above 
copied constitutes any crime or misdemeanor in office 
under any law of the United States, and if so whut 
penalty 1s annexed to the said crime or misdemeanor 
end what-tribunal has the rightful jurisdiction to try 
and on conviction to condemn the Attorney-General 
of the United States to punishmeut for the same. 

IV. That said committee be further instructed to 
consider, ascertain, and report whether, in the con- 
duct of the Attorney-General, as stated in the resolu- 
tion reported from the Committee on the Judiciary 
and in the accompanying report, he has violated any 
and what law of the United States, and in what re- 
spect he has violated said law, and whether he has 
done any and what acts in the conduct of the business 
of his office to which said resolution relates that he 
might not have done in the exercise of his lawful dis- 
cretion. 

V. That said committee be furtherinstructed to in- 
quire and report whether the Senate has any constitu- 
tional right or power to give its advice and consent to 
removals from office by the President, and whether, 
by withholding such advice and consent the Senate 
can prevent the removal of any person from office by 
the President. 

VI. That said committee inquire and report whether 
the Senate ifa majority shall agree to the resolution 
above recited (which was reported from the Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary) has the right under the Consti- 
tution to withhold its consent to the removal of per- 
sons by the President who are unfit for office under 
the circumstances mentioned in said report of the 
Committee on the Judiciary and the resolutions re- 
ported by, its committee. And whether the Senate 
can bind its members by any declaration of the duty 
of the Senate or by any rule as a duty of the Senate as 
the same is declared in the following resolution touch- 
ing the powers and proper conduot of the Senate, 
which was also reported by the Committee on the 
Judiciary, viz. : 

Resolved, That it is, under these circumstances, the 
duty of the Senate to refuse its advice and consent to 
proposed removals of officers, the documents and 
papers in reference to the supposed Official or personal 
misconduct of whom are withheld by the Executive or 
any head of a department when deemed necessary by 
the Senate and called for in considering the matter. 

The reading of these resolutions was listened 
to with a good deal of interest by all the Sen- 
ators in the Chamber, especiallly on the Demo- 
cratic side, to whom Mr. Morgan’s action in in- 
troducing them was a surprise. It had not been 
expected that any new move would be made in 
the controversy between the Republicans and 
Democrats until the minority report of the 
Judiciary Committee in opposition to the Ed- 
munds report had been presented. Mr. Morgan, 
however, concluded to condense somes of his 
views on the general subject into the preamble 
and resolutions and thus have a special text for 
the speech which he intends to make later on. 
At his request the resolutions were laid on the 


table to wait until he chose to call them up for 
the action of the Senate.

If the resolution condemning the removal 
from office of any ex-soldier, or the proposition 
to make such a removal, was not tacked on to 
the Edmunds report on the Duskin case in order 
to catch soldier votes for the Republican Party

Presidential campaign. | % 


Some of the friends of the Platt proposition 
to do away with secret executive sessions of the 
Senate are hoping to find Senator John Sherman 
casting an affirmative vote when the resolution 
comes up on its passage.

sake. Whenthe Senator made his sudden and 
unexpected explanation of the Republican posi- 
tion in the pending controversy with the Ad- 
ministration he used these words: “ There ought 
to be no secrets whatever in this Government of 
ours, a Government of the people. There is no 
law, or provision or rule, or regulation, which 
provides for keeping secrets, except only’’—and 
at this point he was interrupted, and when he 
resumed he failed to finish the sentence.

Col. Morrison’s Tariff bill will not effect the 
reduction that it was expected to when intro- 
duced.

CLAIMING TO BE MRS. CLOWES. 


FIGHTING FOR THE FORTUNE OF THE DEAD 
DISTILLER, | 

CurcaGo, Feb. 23.—Charlie Clowes, the 
young distiller who shot and killed his 
mistress and himself in Carrie Watson's 
house last month, left a fortune which 
will not exceed $100,000, and a mother 
and a young woman who says she is his wife to 
claim it. Clowes made but one will, and that 
was drawn in 1882. By its terms his property 
goes to his mother. The woman who claims to 
be Mrs. Clowes, and with whom the young man 
undoubtedly lived as a husband, is seeking let- 
ters of administration on his estate, and in 


Judge Nickerbecker’s court to-day told her 
story. Her maiden name was Lillian F. Kelsey 
and her mother and some other relatives live in 
this city. The mother says Lillian is now 19 years 
old, lian went to New-York in 1882 and 
for a year boarded with a Mrs. Man- 
nis, in Highth-avenue, She then made a 
flying visit to Chicago, and returned to New- 

ork, lived fora while at the Coleman House, 
in Broadway, and at No. 54 West Twenty-fourth- 
street. The Winter of 1883-4 she lived at 
the Delavan House in Albany while the 
Legislature was in session. Just what 
she did for a living or how _ she 
was supported during these years was not clear- 
ly brought out in her testimony to-day. She 
said that she worked as a clerk in various 
stores and offices, was a chorus girl in 
* Adonis,” and had a minor part in 
Stetson’s **Corsican Brothers” Company. In 
January, 1885, she was living at Mrs. Links’s 
boarding house, No. 80 Clinton-place. There she 
met Clowes, who went there to board. A friend 
of Clowes named Lindsay, introduced him to 
her, and they three, with Anna Fish, a friend of 
oo onli made up a quartet who were much to- 

ether. 

Lillian said to-day that she visited Clowes in 
his room, and other witnesses testified that the 
four played cards a)! night and that the relations 
between Clowes and Lillian were of a com- 
promising character. They became engaged 
Feb. 14, and thereafver occupied the same room, 
Clowes telling Landlady Links they were mar- 
ried. 

“What made you tell her that, Charlie ?” 
asked Lillian when they went to their room 
after meking this statement to the landlady. 
“Well, we are as good as married,” answered 
Clowes. March 8 Clowes brought a man named 
Davenport to the house, and this person asked 
themif they would take each other to be hus- 
band and wife. They repliedfthat they would, 
and Clowes said that was a marriage. No cer- 
tificate was given. Laterinthe day Anna Fish 
and Clowes said that as they had no witness at 
the firat wedding and Anna wanted to see the 
ceremony anyway they had better be married 
over again before her. They had plenty 
of time befere the train left for Chi- 
cago, Clowes said. This second ceremony was 
described by Lillian to-day as follows: “ Charlie 
and I knelt down on the floor at Anna’s feet and 
he asked me if I would take him for'a husband 
to love and live with for life. I replied that I 
would, and then [asked him the same question 
and he gave the same reply. We kissed each 
other, and rising to our feet both kissed Anna.” 

It was shown by a large numberof witnesses 
that Clowes introduced Lillian to a great many

ish testified as to the ceremony, ” 
pressing much affection for her friend

CLERK DALTON’S CONTEMPT. 

Cotumrus, Ohio, Feb .23.—In pursuance 
of an agreement between the Attorney-General 
and Charles W. Baker, the attorney for Dalton, 
the habeas corpus case was taken to the Circuit 
Court in error to-day, where the decision of 
Judge Wylie was confirmed, and the case was 
immediately appealedto the Supreme Court on 


error. In the Supreme Court leave was given, 
and as soon as possible the court will hear argu- 
ments. The Dalton caseis the only one of the 
kind ever assuming sucha shape in Ohio, and 
the case is taken to the Supreme Court 
for the purpose of havin the question 
of the judicial powers of either house 
of the General Assembly settled. The 
House Committee has been in telegraphic 
correspondence with the Senate Committee in 
Cincinnati, and an agreement has been made not 
to use the delay of Dalton in bringing the re- 
turns to Columbus against him. Mr. Dalton’s 
counsel in Cincinnati was anxious to have the 
returns brought here by a special messenger, 
but this would not be tolerated and Mr. Dalton 
must produce the records in person. It is argued 
that Mr. Dalton was once ordered here with the 
records, but refused to bring them and appealed 
to the courts, and that the court decides that he 
snall do so or go to jail. The committee is in no 
humor to be particularly gracious to this fallen 
boss and will not permit him to introduce a sub- 
stitute at this late day. 

Mr. Baker, one of Dalton’s attorneys, is some- 
what disgusted with the Democrats of Columbus 
who were anxious to champion the cause of the 
mighty Dalton. Mr. Baker said that he was giy- 
en pointers very freely and was anticipating suc- 
cess, as the boys said they had the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas all solid. Mr. Baker, on arriving last 
night, said: ‘“‘I know the ground pretty wel) 
here now and, please excuse me, gentlemen, I 
want no more pointers.” 


THE TELEPHONE SUIT RESUMED. 
NeEw-ORLEANS, Feb. 23.—The celebrated 
telephone case was resumed in the United States 
Circuit Court this morning, Judges Pardee and 
Billings presiding. The counsel representing 
the contestants were on hand, and seemed re- 
freshed by the intermission in the trial which 


has occurred. New and novel instruments had 
been added to the collection of telephonic ap- 
Pparatus, and a conspicuous feature was a large 
blackboard, which had been erected on a stand 
in front of the Judges’ bench, upon which the 
ingenious counsel will illuetrateand demonstrate 
their scientific propositions. It is probable that 
the argument of Mr. J. R. Beckwith will occupy 
a week, for it is understood that he will develop 
the whole philosophy of sound transmission by 
electrical currents. Mr. Beckwith opened for 
the National Improved Company, and spoke 
two hours on the snbject of the functions and 
mechanism of the human ear, illustrating his 
remarks by a huge plaster of Paris representa- 
tion of the ear.

SENATORS ANXIOUS TO KNOW 
HOW 1T PANS OUT. 

A PETITION FROM THE WESTERN UNION 
AND A MOVEMENT TO REVOKE THE 
BROADWAY RAILROAD CHARTER. 

ALBANY, Feb. 23.—The Senate to-night 
called upon Health Officer Smith for infor- 
mation as to the fees received by him during the 
past four years. The Health Officer is given 10 days 
in which to overhaul bis books, if he keeps any 
such useful records. The resolution requiring 
the amount of these fees was introduced by Sen- 
ator George B. Sloan, Chairman of the Finance 

Committee, which has the Griswold Reform bill 

before it. His resolution and its preambles, 

which are so carefully drawn that it wiil be dif- 
ficult to misunderstand their meaning, are as 
follows: 


Whereas, A bill has been introduced into the Senate. 
referred to the Finance Committee, and is now under 
consideration by that committee, which proposes to 
abolish all fees of the Quarantine Department, and to 
substitute in lieu thereof a system otf fixed salaries for 
its officials, ard 

Whereas, ‘there isno provision of law requiring re- 
portsto the Legislature or to any xtate officer of the 
amount of fees collected by the chief executive officer 
of said department, and 

Whereas, It is necessary for the understanding of 
the saniem, and to judge of the advisability of such 
legislation as the bill referred to proposes, that the 
amount of such fees should be known, therefore 

Resolved, That the Healih Officer of the Port of 
New-York be requested to report to the Senate on or 
before the 5th day of March next the total amount of 
moneys received by him as such Health Officer for the 
years 1882, 1883, 1584, and 1585, respectively; and to 
report also the amount of fees and emolument de- 
rived from the following sources, namely: 

First—From boarding foreign and coastwise vessels, 
commonly called boarding fees. 

Second—From the fumigation of infected ships or 
other craft, and especially with reference to compen- 
sation received for the fumigation of imported rags. 

Thtrd— From inspection of ships or other craft to as- 
certain their sanitary condition and that of their crews. 

Fourth—From vuccination of crews and passengers 
of ships or other craft who have been exposed to the 
contagion of smallpox. ¥ 

Fifth—From transportation of sick patients who re- 
quired to be taken to hospital. 

sizth—From night boarding, and extra fees charged 
for boarding ships or other craft after sundown. 

Seventh—From collecting ship news for the Asso- 
ciated Press, and, 

Highth—The amounts received for any other serv- 
ices rendered or from any other source by said Health 
Officer or bis subordinates; also, the total sums of dis- 
bursements which are chargeable to said revenue de- 
rived from fees, and report further the rate of fees 
aernr* for the respective services hereinbefore men- 

oned. 

Senator Pierce asked Mr. Sloan*to so amend 
them asto require explicit information in regard 
to moneys received for the fumigation of rags, 
if any such have been received, and his request 
was acceded to. 

Senator Raines suggested that the resolutions 
lie over for a day orso. They wereso long that he 
could not fully grasp their meaning. There 
were, he said, other amendments which ought to 
be made tothem. It ovght, for instance, to be 
determined how much of these fees were re- 
ceived from vessels flying a foreign flag, and 
from vessels sailing under the Stars and Stripes. 
Mr. Raines finally moved to table the resoju- 
tions. 

Senator Sloan explained their purport. The 
bill of Senator Griswold abolishing the fees of 
the Health Officer was now, he said, under con- 
sideration hy 4 the Finance Committee, and the 
information here asked for it was important for 
the committee to have at once, Some reports 
represented the Health Officer’s fees as high 
as 75,000, and others fixed the amount 
at one-third, and even as low as one-quarter of 
thatsum. The proposition before the commit- 
tee was the abolition of these fees, and the com- 
mittee, as well as the whole Senate, could act 
eer only with this information be- 
fore it. 

“If this resolution is not intended to delay the 
passage of the Dill,” said Senator Murphy, “I 
shall be in favor of its passage.” 

“Itisin the interest of prompt action upon 
that bill,” replied Mr. Sloan. 

Senator Raines pressed his motion to table, 
and gotarolicall. It waslost by 4 yeas and 23 
nays. The yeas were Senators Barager, Cogge- 
shall, Kellogg, and Raines. The nays were Sen- 
ators Connelly, Griswold, Hendricks, Hoys- 
radt, Knapp, McMillan, Marvin, Pitts, Sloan, 
mith, Walker, and Worth, Republicans, and 
Cullen, Daly, Dunham, Fagan, Murphy, Parker, 
Pieroce, Plunkitt, Reilly, Traphagen, and Wem- 
ple, Democrats. 

After this dilatory motion had been defeated 
the resolutions were adopted without further 
debate. 

“Where was Senator Fassett ?” This was the 
— asked by Senator Kellogg, who said he 

avored the passage of the resolutions after 
Senator Fassett, who had given special atten- 
tion to this quarantine matter, had had 
an opportunity to discussthem. Senator Cogge- 
shall echoed the mournful query. Plainly, if 
the Senate intends to reform any abuses relating 
to the quarantine service the Senator from 
Chemung must first be consulted. The Senators 
generally think a very reasonable request has 
been made of Dr. Smith. 

Tom Pilatt’s Senators, in return for the atten- 
tion paid to the HeaJth Officer and the Quaran- 
tine Commission, are making a counter-move 
upon the Port Wardens of New-York. Their 
animus is more especially against Warden Leay- 
craft, whom Senator Fassett recently announced 
took altogether too conspicuous an attitudein 
the election of President Pitts and Speaker 
Husted. Senator Coggeshall got somebody to 
draw up a Dill abolishing the fee sys- 
tem under which tbe Port Wardens are 
paid, and to-night he introduced itin the Sen- 
ate. lt fixes their salary at $2,000 each, allows 
the special Port Wardens only $500, and provides 
an appropriation of $16,500 for the maintenanee 
of these officers. If some more politicians 
would get angry and introduce measures lopping 
off other port charges of which the mer. 
chants so loudly complain their passage 
would make the port of New-York a great 
gainer. There are Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans among the Port Wardens, and some of 
these nautical office holders will dcubtless be 
found anchored in the Senate watching the 

rogress of events until the session is ended. It 
s only fair to the Port Wardens to say that no 
complaint has yet reached Albany that they are 
neglectful of their duties or that they impose 
fees in excess of those allowed by law. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company, after 
their attempt to cheat the State out of some- 
thing like $140,C°0 taxes, now clamor for mercy, 
which means, of course, an extension of time in 
which they may possibly feel around aod buy up 
enough votes to prevent the passage of the bill 
now before the Senate, enabling an immediate 
collection of these just dues. Many of the mem- 
bers are not aware that the company owes the 
State of Perinsylvania a similar amount of 
taxes, and that it is squirming to be relieved of 
the payment, justas it is in this State. This 
was the communication which the company 
sent to the Senate to-night: 

Your petitioner, the Western Union Telegraph Com 
pany, respectfully represents that it has delayea the 
payment of a judgment for tax on its capital stock for 
the year 1881, in order that it should have time to ask 

our honorable body for legislative relief, to which it 
S justly entitled. Your petitioner holds and believes 
that Chapter 361 of the Laws of 1881. taxing 
the capital stock of corporations, has wrought 
great injustice to those corporations conducting busi- 
ness in two or more States, and especiully to your pe- 
titioner, possessing property in 38 States and all the 
Territories, inthe Dominion of Canada, England, the 
Isiand of Cuba, andon the high seas, and duplicat- 
ing taxes op & large amount of realty within this 
State. The judgment abovereferred to,was that for 
the year 1831 this company should pay to the State of 
New-York atax on its entire capital stock, while only a 
small portion of its capital was employed or was situ- 
ated in New-York State; while it puid heavy taxes on its 

roperty situated therein, and while it is un undisputed 
Poet that for the same year all railroad companies, with 
but one exception; all steamboat, telephone, insurance, 
express, ferry,and manufacturing corporatibns incorpo- 
rated as doing business in this State, paid only on that 
portion of their capital employed in New-York State. 
Of thégreat extent of this discrimination your peti- 
tioner was not aavised at the time the case was tried 
in the courts, nor was the fact brought tnto the trial of 
the case.

IOWA’S PIONEER LEGISLATORS. 


THE OLD MEN TO BE ENTERTAINED BY THEIR 
YOUNGER BROTHERS. 

Des Morngs, Iowa, Feb. 23.—To-day has 
been notable in a quiet way by the coming 
together of the pioneer legislators of Iowa, 
whose two days’ reunion will begin to-mor- 
row. Hawkin Taylor, of Washington, D. C., who 
was in the first Territorial Legislature, which 
met at Burlington in 1838, arrived to-day quite 
fresh from his long journey. His only living 
colleague, Warner Lewis, who was also a mem- 
ber of tbe Michigan Legislature, writes from 
Dubuque that he is too feeble to come, and Gen. 
Jones, Delegate from Wisconsin Territory and 
afterward Senator from Iowa, will hardiy come. 
Josiah Bonney, of Keokuk, is here, and there 
will beat least a dozen Territorial legisiators in 
the assemblage. The tavorite arrival to-night 
is William Thomson, of Bismarck, Dakota, who 
served in 1843, but who had a year or two before, 
with T. S. Harvin, who is aiso here, as a House 
Clerk of early years, been instrumental in 
establishing the first Masonic lodge in Iowa. 
Other arrivals are the uncle of Secretary Mc- 
Crary, Gov. Gear, Goy. Carpenter, Judge Hen- 
dershoff, and Judge Murdock, who served in 
1845, and who was defeated for his old 
seat last Fall. The reunion will organ- 
ize to-morrow forenoon at Foster's Opera 
House, and in the afternoon the members will 
be the guests of the present Legislature. In the 
evening Gov. Larrabee will give them a recep- 
tion hursday forenoon the pioneers will re- 
convene at Foster's, when Gen. M. M. Trumbull 
and others will make addresses. In the after- 
noon Gov. Kirkwood will read the inaugural, 
and Gov. Carpenter will deliver the message.

THE BURLINGTON ROAD’S GREA? 
REDUCTION. 

FARES TO THE PACIFICO COAST FROM THI 
MISSOURI RIVER DOWN TO $30—THB 
ATTITUDE OF THE TRUNMBLINES. 

Despite the roseate statements of the in- 
terested railroads that the fight recently begun 
among the members of the Transcoatiuental 

Association would be confined witiin the terri- 

tory west of the Missouri River, and that the 

Chicago and trunk line roads wouid not become 

involved, the demoralization has extended east- 

ward trom Missouri River points, and the belie 
is general that the Chicago roads will certainly 
take a hand in the fight. Asa matter of fact the 
warring roads are making use. of the cuts 
made by the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific and the other Chicago roads to make 
still lower fares to the Pacific coast than those 
announced last week. The intensity with which 
the war is being waged is plainly shown by the 
new cut made yesterday by the Chicago, Bur< 
lington and Quincy Railroad from Omaha, 

Kansas City, and Pacific Junction. The rates at 

fixed last week were $60 and $50 for first and sec. 

ond class fares from Missouri River points to the 

Pacific. The Burlington, believing 1n the policy 

of ashort, sharp, and decisive warfare, yester- 

day ordered a reduction in first and second class 
fares to $30 and $20 respectively. The route 
used is by the Burlington and Missouri Rives 
and Denver and Rio Grande Railroads ta 


Ogden, and thence by the Central ro 
to the coast. The Union Pacific an 
Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fé official 
while not willing to state that similar ra’ 
would be made over their roads, unhesitatingly 
affirmed their belief that, if so suicidal a rate 
was persisted in, their roads would make just ag 
lowa tariff asthat made by any other route. 
The Union Pacific claims that the cut now made 
will not seriously affect its traftic inasmuch ag 
its superior accommodations draw to it all tha 
desirable business, both in passengers and 
freights, but its younger rivals pooh-pooh these 
claims, and in turn predict that if the older road 
does not conform to the cut rates made by the 
others it will, in the event of the war lasting ¢ 
month or two, find itself without uny business 
whatever. As showing the bitterness of thd 
war, a comparison of the rates ruling last week 
with those now current will be sufficient. 

By the trunk line tariff the rate from New- 
York to San Francisco last week was $113 25. 
The new cut enables a passenger to buy a ticket 
through to Omaha or Kansas City for $82 50, 
and, with a rate of $30 westward from those 
points, pay only $62 50for his wholetrip. By 
availing himself of the cut rate to Chicago by 
the Baltimore and Ohbioa Pacific traveler can 
reach the coast for $57 50, and should he avail 
himself of the cut inrates westward from Chicaga 
among the so-called Chicago roads, which make 
the through rate in connection with the trunk 
lines $12 50, while at the same time selling local 
tickets to Omaha for $7 50, the totai first clas¢ 
tare between the Atlantic and Pacific amounts 
to only $52 50—a reduction in one week of $60 75, 
The brokers and scalpers are making abundant 
use of the new cuts, and Broadway is a moving 
procession of sandwich men bearing upon their 
backs the announcement, in large letters, of the 
advantages to travelers by purchasing tickets 
through the irregular offices. 

Great efforts have been made by the warring 
roads to bring about a recognition of the cut 
rates by the trunk lines. This is not likely to be 
accomplished, as it has hitherto been the invaria- 
ble practice of these lines to refuse to make any 
changes in their through schedules whenever 
such a war as is nowin progress breaks out. 
The traveler wishing to avail himself of the 
current low rates must purchase a ticket to 
Chicago and secure an order from the local 
office here fora ticket west of that point. The 
trunk line officials declare their intention of ad- 
heripg to the present tariff on the ground that 
the changes in rates among the roads involved 
are likely to be very sudden and arbitrary, and 
that it would involve the probable necessity of 
daily changes. The meeting of General Passen- 
ger Agents at Commissioner Fink’s office to-day 
will deal with tnis question, but itis universally 
believed that no chunge in the past policy will’ 
be ordered. Under this arrangement, while the 
nominal rate will remain $113 25, the actual rate 
to those who understand the situation will be in 
the vicinity of $50. 

Contrary to the general impression, no official 
changes in freight tariffs between the Atlantic 
and Pacific haye been ordered, the general pol- 
icy being to make special rates for every par- 
ticular shipment. Each road is carefully watch- 
ing the others,and no opportunity to secure 
freight is lost. While no new schedule has been 
adopted, the present rate on first class goods is 
about $2 80 per 100 pounds, as. compared with 
$4 72 ruling prior tothe beginning of the war. 
Atthe moment the shipments tor the Spring 
trade have been made, and consequently little 
freight is seeking shipment, but already, under 
the stimulus of the abnormal rates now current, 
many of the Pacific coast merchants, who had 
early advices of the probable fight, and heid 
back in their purchases, are sending on liberal 
orders for goods, the new rates enabling them, 
if the goods arrive in time, to undersell their ale 
ready stocked rivals. 





A LONG TRiP IN A CANOE. 

New-OrR.LeEAnSs, Feb. 23.—Two brothers 
from Pittsfield, Mass., named W. EK. and H. F 
Hermance, aged respectively 23 and 18 years, 4r- 
rived in the city yesterday from Livingston, 
Montana, having traveled the distance of 4,500 
miles inan open light canoe since July 4, 1885. 
The trip was made purely for love of adventure. 


The elder was lately Assistant Warden of the 
asylum at Pittsfield and the younger was mail- 
ing clerk of the Post Office. Two canoes 
were used until they reached Natchez, 
Miss., where one was Gestroyed by run- 
ning jon a snag,fand it was abandoned, 
both of them taking passage on the Eda, which 
is the name of their stanch littleScraft. The 
brothers left this morning for the Gulf, and will 
only count their trip complete when they have 
passed through the jetties.

“Gen. Delgado and his friends are treated ag 
prisoners of war by the naval officers in charge 
of the steamer City of Mexico. No permission is 
allowed them to confer with legal advisers or to 
take any steps to secure a bearing, as entitled by 
the law, in their behalf. We protest against 
this course and respectfully request that the 
same privileges be accorded these parties that 
are granted to all persons charged with violation 
of the laws of the United States.”

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FOSHAY SAYS IT IS TRUE

A SYNDICATE DID GET CONTROL 
OF BROADWAY ROAD’ STOO. 
{HE ALDERMEN SIT AROUND THE OOMMIT- 
TEE WAITING IN VAIN TO BE-CALLED—.> 
NO TIDINGS YET OF “‘ BILLY” MOLONEY, 

The most important thing the Senate 
eommittee that is trying to ferret-outthe Alder- 
men who were bribed to grant Jacob Sharp’s 
Broadway Railway franchise did yesterday was 
to corroborate, by the testimony of President 
James W. Foshay, Tam Trmres’s story of the 
big block of Broadway and Seventh-Avente 
Road stock deposited with Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. for the Philadelphia syndicate. Lawyer 
Beward questioned Mr, Foshay with a copy 
of THe Tr before him, to which he 
referred frequently for facts and figures. 
Roscoe Conkling was absent, but several of the 
1884 Aldermen were on hand as usual, bunching 
ina talkative group and fairly challenging an 
invitation to get into the witness chair. Mc- 
Cabe, Pearson, Jaehne, De Lacyg Wendel, Duffy, 
Farley, O'Neill, Cleary, Sayles, and Finck were 
allearly on hand, possibly with confessions on 
their lips that would turn the city upside down 
if they were given utterance, but neither the 
committee nor its counsel took the slightest 
notice of them. Jacob Sharp nodded affably at 
some of them when the committee wasn’t lobk- 
ing. Mr. Seward noteenene Mr. Conkling’s usual

oe He is not here," said Lawyer Newcombe, 
“ond 1 don't know where he is, but be will be 
nere in a few days.

Mr. Foshay was asked to repeat much of his 
former testimony concerning the $500,000 in 
proceeds from Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
mortgage bonds, which he said he kept in a safe 
deposit vault for nearly a year, covering the 
period in which the Aldermen granted the Broad- 
way Road franchise. Mr. Kerr hada key to the 
vault, too, the witness said. The commission 
paid to brokers for selling the bonds was charged 
to the running expenses of the road, and not 
against the proceeds from the bonds. Senator 
Low again called agtention to the fact that he 
had been unabie to find any record of the pro- 
seeds from the bonds charged as cash on the 
pooks of the company. He found several of 
what he termed “false entries,” which might or 
might not have reference to this money. Mr. 
Foshay could only explain it by saying that the 
bookkeeper was ill, and that as the money had 
not gone into the bank it was hardly proper that 
it should be charged on the books. 

* But suppose,” Mr. Seward asked, “that you 
and Mr. Kerr had died, what was there to show 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company that it had $500,000 in cash lying idle 
in a safe deposit vault ?”’ 

“There was a memorandum of it in the office 
safe,”’ Mr. Foshay said. 

“But why,” asked Senator Low, “did you put 
all this money in a safe instead of putting it in 
& bank ?”’ 

** Because we chose to put it there,” was the 
answer.

I don't think the committee is satisfled 
with the reasons you have given so far.”

* Do you know anything about a contract by 
which a large block of the Broadway and Sevy- 
enth-Avenue Road stock is to go to a syndicate 
of Philadelphia gentlemen ?” 

Yes, Mr. Fushay knew about it. He could not 
remember the precise date of the contract, 
which was in writing, but it was about the time 
the committee began its investigations. The ist 
or Zd of the present month was as near as he 
could guess. The agreement was between a ma- 
jority of the Directors of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company and Messrs. 
William L. Elkins, Peter B. Widener, and 
William H. Kemble, three Philadelphia men, The 
document was at the office of Robinson, Sorib- 
ner& Bright. (Mr. Foshay was asked to pro- 
duce it next session and promised to doso.) The 
Directors who favored the arragement agreed to 
sell ali the stock they had and to try and induce 
others to do go, until the Philadelphia syndicate 
could get hold of 10,000 shares. i 

** Is the sale absolute, or is it conditional ?” in- 
quired Mr. Seward. 

lt was conditional, Mr. Foshay explained, but 
was to become absolute, if the conditions were 
complied with, about next July or August. As- 
suming that the 10,000 shares could be obtained, 
the three Philadelphians were to pay $200 a sitare 
on it so fast as the stock was deposited with 
Drexel & Morgan. Between now and next July 
or August they were to have the’option of mak- 
ing the sale absolute by paying an additional $85 
a share on 6,000 shares of the stock and an addi- 
tional $100 a share on the remaining 5,000 shares 
included in the bargain. If the Philadelphians 
did not choose to exercise this option then the 
parties who put up the stock were to have the 
privilege of taking it back at $200 per share. So 
far as Mr. Foshay knew,‘about 9,000 shares offthe 
ee ig stock had been deposited with Messrs, 

rexel & Morgan already. Among the stock- 
holders who had sold their stock that he recol- 
lected were Col. Wagstaff, the George Law es- 
tate, the Benedict estate. Brokaw the clothier, 
George, Charles, and Jeremiah Curtis, and S. 
Sidney Smith. He did not remember the others. 
He had sold his own shares. 

‘Was there any agreement with Drexel & 
Morgan stating the terms on which they held 
this stock ?” 

Yes, Mr. Foshay said, there was' an agree- 
mept, but he did not have it with him. He 
would bring it some other time. Drexel & Mor- 
gan gave a receipt for the stock. 

What, he was asked, was the highest market 
price of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Road 
stock before it was connected with the Broad- 
way Surface Road ?

MR. FIELD DIVULGES A SECRET. 


WHAT IS TO BE DONE WITH THE PROPOSED 
$1,000,000 oF NEW BONDs. 

Cyrus W. Field took the public into his 
confidence yesterday, and divulged his secret 
concerning the proposee issue of $1,000,000 new 
elevated railway debenture bonds. These bonds 
are to be put on the New-York Elevated Rail- 
road Company, with 5 per cent. coupons. They 
are, according to Mr. Cyrus W. Field, to provide 
“additional cars, locomotives, stations, and 
other necessary improvements.” 

People who know something of the mathe- 
matical methods of Cyrus W. Field and his 
Wall-street colaborers, are inclined to smile 
over this touching bit of candor from elevated 
railway headquarters. The famous “* construc- 
tion accounts” inveated by the Field crowa, are 
believed to have found a very dear friend in 
these new debenture bonds. It is a matter of 
record,and known to every interested person 
who reads, that, according to the bookkeeping 
peculiarities of the elevated railway magnates 
the “ construction account” is a scheme useful 
chiefly as a hiding place for a good 
many things that the speculators do not 
want known. Over a year ago THE 
TIMES exposed a scheme by which Jay Gould 
and Mr. Field bad arranged to saddle new first 
mortgage bonds upon the New-York Elevated 
Road, and public exrposure headed them off. 
Jay Gould said then that money which those 
mortgages were intended to provide must be 
produced somehow. The gentlemen in interest 
have waited’ for some time before making 
another move; but now out pops this issue of 
$1,000,000 of 5 per cent. debentures, and people 
who understand elevated railway financiering 
are at no loss to understand the meaning. The 
mortgage bonds which were suppressed con- 
templated providing for the “construction ac- 
count,” which is put down as an asset of the 
Manhattan Company and adebtof the leased 


ine. 

Mark a little coincidence in figures. The “con- 
struction account” of the New-York Elevated 
Road has been running since 1881. Up to Sept. 
80, 1884, according to the sworn statement of the 
auditor of the company, this account had 
reached $757,613 82. Between that date and April 
1, 1885, $196,073 41 was added to that amount, and 
now (according to the annual report just filed at 
Albany) the company quotes the total at 
$1,060,305. Here is the coincidence in figures: A 
debt of a little more than a million dollars; 
new bonds for a million. The effect is that 
the Manhattan Company wipes out the 
debt upon its own property by an issue 
of bonds upon it, which bonds come ahead of its 
stock. The increase of the bonded debt of the 
elevated roads without the addition of so much 
as one foot of new mileage is beginning to at- 
tract attention. In just about 18 months there 
will have been issued $2,000,000 Metropolitan sec- 
ond mortgage bondsand $1,000,000 New-York de- 
benture bonds. The Metropolitan bonds, as is 
now well known, were used mainly to pay the 
arrears of taxes, and a construction account 
against the Metropolitan lines of about $500,000. 
These construction accounts are still running 
and have averaged in the past about $100,000 per 
quarter, but they are probably heavier now on 
account of lengthening platforms and otherwise 
enlarging the stations, &c.

81. Pav, Minn., Feb. 23.--It is reported 
here to-day that a deal has been made between 
the Canadian Pacific and Manitoba Roads which, 
it consummated, will make the Canadian Road a 
formidable competitor of the Northern Pacific 
and an active factor in Northwestern railroad 
affairs in the United States. By the terms 
of this reported agreement the Canadian 


Road will abandon its pohey of,doing all 
its business through the Dominion and 
will establish a Pacific coast line from 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, by way of the Mani- 
toba line. After June 15 a daily train will leave 
the two cities named for Port Moody and run 
through without change of cars to the Pacifio 
coast. In_retnfn for the use of its line the 
Manitoba Road is to receive from the Canadian 
Pacific, on every eastern through ticket sold by 
that road to any point on the Manitoba, the 
same proportion of the tenons rate that it 
would have received from the American roads 
turning over business at St. Patil and Minne. 
apolis. This agreement, however, does not ex- 
tend to local points south of Breckenridge and 
Fergus Falls. 

No new agreement as to freight traffic is men- 
tioned in this report, though one is said to be 
contemplated. my in September last the Ca- 
nadian Pacific and Manitoba Roads entered into 
a freight agreement very similar to the one 
now reported in reference to passenger 
business. The agreement aroused a good 
deal of feeling in the Northwestern

ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Senators Gilbert, 

Murphy, and Robinson and their counsel, Gen, 

Tremaine, have for some days been preparing 

their report of their investigation of the 

New-York sas companies, They went to 

dinner yesterday, leaving about a dozen of 

its 70 printed pages in Gen. Tremaine’s 
room, at the Kenmore. Upon their return they 
discovered that these had been atolen. Theit 
substance appeared in one of the New-York 
newspapers this morning, and the committee 
no longer has any doubt about the ob- 
ject of the thieving visitors. The stolen 
sheets contained a summary of the evi- 
dence relating to certain of the gas com- 
panies, which was printed very fully in 
all the dailies at the time the testimony was 
taken last Fall. The committee will be ready to 
report about Thursday of this week. They are 
engaged to-night in drawing up their conclu. 
sions. In the 60 pages which the thief failed to 
cupture the committee makes these statements: 


The situation, as made apparent early in the inves- 
tigation, was as tollows: ‘I'he nominal capital of the 
Consolidated Gas Company of News York on Nov. 1), 
1884, was $89,078,000.

It 
was derived from revenues obtained wholiy from 
them, not in lieu of a dividend go derived, but in ad- 
dition to dividends yet A large. It isa matter of 
simple arithmetical computation to show that 7 per 
cent. uvon $39,078,000—the amount of capital stock is- 
sued by the Consolidated Company is about the same as 
16.09 per cent. upon $17,000,000—the nominal capital just 
prior to consolidation and about foe same as 24.28 per 
cent. upon $11,215,800, the actual share capital repre- 
senting shares issued for money and property of the 
constituent companiés. It is plain that the present 
cost to the consumers is the same whetner toe, pay 
such a price for gas as shall yield a dividend of 24. 
per cent. on the amount of actual capital, or 16,09 per 
cent. upon the capital just prior to consolidation, or 7 
er cent. upon the stock of the Consolidated Company 
n its present greatly watered state, 

Owing to the cost of labor, of material. and to va- 
rying consumption, the price of gas cannot be uni- 
form throughout the State; but there is one condition 
of universal application—fictitious capitalization tends 
to increase the priceevetywhere. Stock watering must 
be prohibited. It must be looked upon as an instrument 
of extortion, Prompt and entire accountability to the 
public should be the law of all corporate dealings with 
the people. The reports should be within easy reach. 
Then profits and prices alike reasonable may be en- 
joyed. The Legislature should provide for testing the 
purity of gas, its illuminating power, and its measure- 
ment, and should provide legal safeguards against 
loose registration by meters and against wiliful unaue 
pressure atthe pipes, which has been snownto bea 
cause of disease. 

The present plan of unregulated monopoly ought to 
be abandoned at once. Ifthe London plan of strict! M 
limited and regulated monopoly does not meet wit 
favor, then there should be provided a system of 
regulated competition; not nominal competition 
mérely, but real; not unlimited competition, 
but one that shall be subject to such atrict 
and well defined regulations as economy and 
mutually fair dealing between the companies and the 
public may require. As tothe danger of official cor- 
ruption tnrough false centralization and the rumors of 
bribery during the proposed gas legislation last year, 
no effort should be spared to get at the truth. If 
the offenses were not committed it is inju- 
rious to the public to permit itself to become 
familiar with charges of corruption. The familiarity 
itself tends to dull the moral perceptions and sear the 
public conscience. If, onthe other hand, the alleged 
crimes were committed, the perpetrators should have 
the brand of felony stamped upon them, and be sent to 
their own place with other criminals instead of con- 
tinuing to defile places of public trust and power. 


The following are some of the recommenda- 
tions made in the report: 


The capital of gas companies shal! bean actual ana 
not a fictitious capital; it must represent only cash or 
its equivalent actually invested in the corporate busi- 
ness, 

Official supervision of the quality, measurement, 
price, accounts, and administration, together with pro- 
visions for reports and their publicity should be estab-

THE SANBORN WILL PROBATED. 
From the Boston Journal. 

EXETER, N. H., Feb. 22.—Judge Leavitt 
to-day admitted to probate the will*of Edward 
8. Sanborn, of Kingston. Gen. Marston did not 
offer any further evidence for the contestants, 
and the case will now probably go to the Su- 


preme Court on appeal. The real contest, if 
proceeded with, will take place before that tri- 
bunal. Sanborn’s estate, as now computed, in- 
cluding about $75,000 bequeathed to him by 
Julia A. Hilton, his mistress, amounts to about 

225,000. His own fortune of $150,000, as has been 
stated, was made chiefly by him and Miss Hil- 
ton in their nefarious partnership as the pro- 
prietors of resorts of bad character in Boston. 
The fine academy buildings ana grounds at 
Kingston, prepared by this strange couple be- 
fore their death, still remain unused. Imost 
the entire estate will be available for the endow- 
ment of the institution if the will stands. If it 
is overthrown the present contestants, Dart- 
mouth College and the heirs-at-law, will receive 
the bulk of the property under a former will. 
The contestants have 60 days during which to 
file an appeal. The evidence presented tending 
to show insanity on Sanborn’s part was so weak 
that many are inclined to believe the contest will 
be abandoned. In that case the academy would 
probably be opened by the Trustees, though 
under very strange auspices, 








SENATOR M'CARTHY’S WILL. 
From the Syracuse Standard, Feb. 23. 

The will of the late Senator McCarthy 
has not yet been admitted to probate, but it is 
understood that Dr. Thomas Emory, James J.

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MISS WALBERT-GETS $2,854 INSTEAD-OF A 


WEALTHY HUSBAND. ; 

Htntrnepon, Penn., Feb. 23.~The-sensa- 
tional breach of promise case of Annie Walbert 
against Henry Leister was tried in court here 
to-day. It was looked forward to not only with 
anxiety by the parties,but with great interest and 
curiosity by the public, on account of the wealth 
and high social and pusiness standing of the de- 
fendant. Heis the owner and proprietor of the 
Leister House, the leading hotel in this city, and 


the evidence at the trial showed him to be worth 

00,000. In 1881 Miss Walbert was a domestic in 
hisemploy. Leister had been three months a 
widower,and had a family of Y children, the 
oldest being 20 aod the youngest 1 yearold. His 
age was 45and Miss Walbert’s 19. The proposal 
of marriage was made in the hotel kitchen, 
where the young woman was engaged in her du- 
ties asa servant, without any previous court- 
ship, and was repeated afew days later, when it 
‘was accepted. 

The engagement soon became known to the 
other domestics in the house and to Mr. Leister’s 
family, and the annoyance it gave Miss Walbert 
soon led her to return to her own home in the 
country. She was visited there by Leister, and 
at his request came several’ times to this city, 
where he met her, There was also a correspond- 
ence between them, his letters to her being pro- 
duced in court and offered in evidence. They 
were all very brief, but their tenor fully cor- 
roborated her statement as to the engagement. 
She went in the Summer of 1881 to Reading at 
his request, as she says, to learn dressmaking, 
and he was to go to seo her there, and in Sep- 
tember they were to be married. But he never 
went, and the day passed by without the wed- 
ging, In the meantime Leister’s older children 
had been strenuously objecting to the marriage 
and making troublein their father’s household. 
They also wrote two letters to Miss Waibert pro- 
testing against her takin ee mother’s piace, 
and telling herthe kind of hfe she would have to 
lead with them if she married their father. Their 
implacable opposition at last began to ours 
him to yield, and his demeanor toward Miss 
Walbert changed. She soucht an explanation, 
and in an interview held in 1884 he told her that 
he could not marry her, 

Shortly afterward she brought suit through 
her attorneys, P. . Lytle and W. i 
Woods, laying her wamauee at $50,000. Miss 
Walbort’s statements on the witness stand were 
corroborated in fe bgt particulars by other 
‘witnesses, one of whom was told by Leister that 
he intended to marry her, and it was nobody 
else’s business, ‘I'he only witness called for the 
defense was Leister himself, who did not con- 
tradict the evidence of the plaintiff in any 
material point, except that he denied that the 
wedding day had ever been set. He described 
the conduct of his children as a justification of 
his refusalto marry her and: as mitigation of 
damages. His counsel was R. M. Spear. The 
jury were out but little more than an hour, and 
returned a verdict of $2,354 for the plaintiff. . 





THE DUNOAN MURDER TRIAL. 

Watertown, N. Y.. Felt. 23.—The trial 
of Arthur M. Duncan was resumed this morn« 
ing. The examination of witnesses for the peo- 
ple was begun. Hubert Thomas testified that 
heand other scholars were looking for wild 
flowers at noontime on May 12, 1885, near Lyon’s 
Corners, when they found the body undera 
brush heap. He gave the alarm. The school 


was taught by Miss Van Schaick, sister of the 
murdered man. Reuben Webb testified as to the 

{ling of the brush on the opposite side of the road 

rom where it was tound over the body. Coroner 
C. M. Rexford gave details of the finding of the 
body, its decomposed condition and the articles of 
clothing found upon it, and stated that the teeth 
were filled with gold. He exhibited in court the 
skull of Van Schaick, showing fractures suffi- 
cient to produce death. Duncan leaned forward 
when the skull was shown, exhibiting much In- 
terest. Dr. W.C, Bailey, of Adame Centre, testi- 
fied as tothe post-mortem examination. R. C. 
Langworthy, undertaker, testified as to the re- 
moval of the body from the place where it was 
discovered to Adams Centre. He had possession 
of the clothing found on the body. The de- 
fense sought to show that a body frozen 
and covered with snow much of the 
time between October and May could not 
reach the stage of decomposition shown 
in the body found. Dr. W. R. Trowbridge, of 
this city, testified to writing the note found on 
the body and believed the photograph of Van 
Schaick shown to be that of the person he treat- 
ed for an abscess andto whom he wrote. The 
prpopedings bhi | the afternoon were confined 
chiefly to identifying the clothing found on the 
dead body as that worn by Van Schaick. Two 
teeth filled with gold, found near the body, were 
identified by the dentist of Adams Centre as 
teeth which had been filled by him for Emory 
Van Schaick. Two sisters and two brothers of 
the murdered man identified the clothing.

MINERS 1N CONVENTION. 

CotumBvs, Ohio, feb. 23.—A joint con- 
vention of coal miners and operators of ¢oal pro- 
ducing States met to-day, with representatives 
present from Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Pennsyl- 
vania, and West Virginia. About 150 accredited 
delegates had arrived in time for the morning 
session, the attendance of operators being about 
double that of the miners, Christonher Evans, 


of New-Straitsville, Ohio, was elected permanent 
President, and Edward Rent, of La Salle, Ill, 
Secretary. The address of the President out- 
lined the principal object of the convention to 
be the adoption of a schedule of rates for 
mining for the coming year, beginning Ma 
1, in the districts of the States represented. 
The basis of representation was fixed at six votes 
for each State, to be equally divided among the 
miners and operators. The question of the 
adoption of thescale of prices arranced at the 
Pittsburg December sitting was urged by a part 
of the delegates as the only business before the 
convention, and a long discussion ensued. The 
Indiana miners and Pittsburg operators offered 
the principal opposition to the proposed scale 
and favored the reference of the scale to a_com- 
mittee for revision and report to-morrow. Pend- 
ing consideration an adjournment was taken un- 
til to-morrow morning.

day, a receipt for $187,076,849 17, that sum having 
been ascertained by actual count to have been 
in the vaults of the Sub-Treasury on Dec, 31, 
1885, the date of Mr. Acton’s retirement from 
the office. The count was conducted by ex. 
Perts sent from Washington, and has taken 
about a month anda half to count all of these 
millions, and the sum total tallies to a cent with 
the book accounts which cover the entire 
period of Mr. Acton’s administration. After 
receiving his receipt from Deputy Assistant 
Treasurer Sherer’s hands, Mr. Acton started 
out and informed his eight bondsmen that 
their financial responsibility for him had ceased, 
The bond required of the Aésistant United Stateg 
Treasurer in this city is $400,000, but the eight 
bondsmen must qualify in double that amount.

After writing and begging fos 
its return for nearly a year Mr. Faicke obtaine 
a judgment in the High Court of Justice, Lon« 
don, for £52 14s. and £5 costs. Mr. Solomon and 
Miss Russell came back to this country, leaving 
the judgment to-take care of itself. Inthe 
Spring Mr. Falcke sent the papers in the case 
with instructions to push the case, to the la 
firm of Jacobs Brothers. Edward Javobs, of thig 
firm, wrote to Solomon and received the follows 
ing reply from that person, on fancy paper, 
dated at the Bijou Opera House: 

**In receipt of your letter, which I shall place at my 
earliest convenience in the hands of my lawyer, Mr. 
Abe Hummel, | may as well inform you candidly tha 
it will be useless suing either Miss Russell or mysel 
at the present time.” 

Mr. Jacobs went ahead, and in July obtained a 
judgement against Solomon and Miss Russel! for 
$309 64.

DEATH CAUSED BY HEART FAILURE. 

Michael P. Sullivan, a printer, employed 
by W. J. Penrose, injured his hand on Feb. 10. 
He was taken to the Chambers-Street Hospital, 
and died while under the influence of ether 
The relatives of the deceased claim that bis death 
was hastened by the injudicious use of the ans- 
thetic, and they are anxious to have Coroner 
Bidman hold an examination. They also claim 
that Dr. Outerbridge, the house surgeon of the 
hospital, was guilty of extortion in charging @ 
fee of $5 for making out an insurance death cer« 
tificate. 

“ Sullivan’s death coulda not be averted,” said 
House Surgeon Outerbridge last evening. “I 
administered ouly a smal! quantity of ether, and 
he was under tho influence of the drug only 16 
minutes. His death was caused by heart failure. 
As sooneas his heart ceased beating we made use 
of artificial respiration, applied electricity, and 
in fact did everything in our power to save him, 
It was purely accidenta!, and is liable to happen 
in any hospital at any time. In regard to the 
charge of extortion it is customary in hospitals 
to charge for making out insurance death cere 
tificates.” 

Coroner Eidman said last night that he thoughts 
the charges made by Sullivan’s relatives were 
without foundation, but that be would make a 
thorough investigation.

REPLY TO MR. FINE. 
HE COMMISSIONER’S ATTENTION CALLED 
TO HIS CHANGE OF BASE—PROOFS OF 


UNJUST DISCRIMINATION, 

Curoaco, Feb. 23.—In an open letter by 
Armour&Co., replying to certain statements 
made by Mr. Fink regarding the recent advance 
in dressed beef rates to the East, the firm says: 


“Mr. Fink isthe Commissioner of the trunk line 
Fee an association of railways owning and control- 


galltheiines of railway transportation from the 

estto the East, and its purpose ts to prevent compe- 
tition and to evforce tothe fullest extent the odious 
doctrine of the rat!ways that they are entitied as a 

gbt ‘to all the traffic will bear.’ Mr. rink is se- 
ected by the representatives of the trunk lines to 
ementniner the affairs of the pool because of his dis- 
inguished ability as an expert to accomplish its pur- 
oses. As such Commissioner he has the power to ix 
ates, and as «arbitrator his decision is final asto rates 
and each road’s proportion of traffic, He is vested 
with power toenforce his mandates. He ts the dic- 
tor of common carriers, and the traffic of the Nation 
subject to him. 

“In reply to an editorial in THE NEw-YORK TDIES 
Mr. Fink says: ‘he principle upon which the rela- 
tive rates have now been determined is that the cost of 

‘trahsportation on a pound of beef from Chi- 
cago to New-York shall be the same whether 
the cattle are slaughtered in Chicago or slaughtered 
in New-York.’ ‘This is a compiete change Of base 
from the Commissioner's former positton. On April 
Jl and 12, 1888, Mr. Fink called the live stock shippers 
and dressed beef shippers together in conference with 
the representatives of the trunk lines, for the purpose 
of fixing permanent relative rates on live cattle and 
dressed beef. At that meeting he announced the prin- 
tiple on which the rates were to be fixed as follows: 
* We areto consider how to place the dressed beef 
nd iive stock shippers upon an equal footing, so 
bat a man who buys in the Kastern mar- 
ket dressed beef that is shipped from Chi- 
pago as such and dressed beef that is derived 
from live stock which is shipped from the West and 
Blaughtered in New-York, will haveto pay the same 
money per pound.’ And the Commissioner claims: 
‘Tre railroad companies are now “ acting upon the 
porrect principle of neutrality between both interests, 
ind can reaaily sustain their position before a legisia- 
tive or judicial inquiry.”’ This is a confession by 
the Commissioner that his position in 1883 was illegal, 
and he would pow have the public understand that the 
railways bave abandoned that position, so that here- 
After they would occupy a position of neutrality. 

“This deciaration of neutrality sounds well, but ex- 
Amination shows that, while compelled to nominally 
abandon the position taken by him in 1683, he has 
fixed arate for dressed beef which discriminates more 
Bguinst that industry than any rejative rates estab- 
lished since 1873, when the railroads first adopted 
the principle which the Commissioner has so lately 
abandosed as untenabie. The rates tor dressed beef 
since 1875 bave been first 50, then 60, and then 75 per 
cent. more than live stock and now. by this new plan, 
the Commissioner has fixed them at 65% per cent. 
over live stock. How does this accord with the 
Commissioner's protestation of neutrality, and his 
statement that the cost of transporting the beef shal} 
be the same whether cattle are slaughtered in Chicago 
or New-York? inthis connection it is suggestive that 
his new rate is suspiciously close to the one he claimed 
ought to be fixed when he openly declarea the right to 
compel the Eastern consumers to pay the same 

rice per pound tor beef whether it wus slaughtered in 

fow-V ork or Chicago regaraless of the cost of 
transportation. Let the public understand that 
the change of ‘principle’ announced by Mr. Fink 
has not cansed him to abandon his purpose 
to discriminate against the dressed beef industry and 
to swell the dividends of the stock yards and abattoir 
companies. Mr, Fink would have the public believe 
that under his new ‘ principle,” when the cattie shipper 
pays 35 cents on his tive cattle, gross weight, he really 
pays 65 cents a hundred on the net produce of those 
cattie in the form of beef at New-York. Let us see if 
this beso. Forty thousand pounds of live cattle at 85 
cents equal $140. Live cattle yield an average of 57

“Mr. Fink’s assertion tbat the railroad companies 
have no right to aid one party in destroying the busi- 
mess of the other cunnot be accepted as an honest 
statement, in the face of the rates proposed to be ex- 
acted. Whatis the record of the roads on the prop- 
osition that they have no right to aid one party in de- 
atroying the business of the other? Will he deny that 
the “ Eveners” who gorged themselves on the rail- 
Toxds’ and butchers’ life blood are not now the 
stock yards and abattoir owners, and tho live 
stock agents of and tne heavy shareholders in 
the trunk lines? Will he deny that it is the 
mighty intluence of these stock yards and abattoirs 
which so pursues, cajoies. and threatens the trunk 
lines that the able Commissioner is obliged to explain 
why the common carrier rate on dressed beef cannot 
be fixed on that carrier’s proper recompense for service 
rendered, but onthe contrary there must be an extra 
tax or unearned rate for the sole purpose of making 
the dressed beef business impossible? 

Mr. Fink makes a feeble attempt to defend his course 
asa method of defeating monopolies. There are no 
patents on any of the _ appliances connected 
With the dressed beef business. The dressed 
beef shipper dves not control the consumer. 
He cannot limit the production of cattle, From the 
nature of the business he can create no monopoly. 
The only monopoly connected with the business is the 
carrying of dressed beef to the Eastern cities, which is 
Gone by the ruilroads which Mr. Fink represents, The 
ingenious scheme to force dressed veef from the mar- 
ket has been, and Is, to make secret cuts or rebates to 
cattle shiopers while professing to maintain the agreed 
relative rates. The plan ts to be made simpler by mak- 
ing separate instead of relative rates, thus permitting 
the cattle rates to be cut, while the aressed beef 
rates can be held firm.

GOV. ABBETT TELLS NEW-JERSEY LEGISLA- 

TORS THAT THE STATE WILL NOT SUFFER, 

Trenton, N. J., Feb. 23.—Interest in 
legislative matters was centred in the House 
to-day, the Senate transacting nothing but rou- 
tine business. The House occupied all the 
morning session in discussing the Jersey City 
‘Tunnel and Washington-Street Bridge bills, The 
former was finally made aspecial order for to- 
morrow morning. When the Bridge bill came 
up Mr. Seymour offered an amendment provia- 
ing for the issuance of bonds by the city to 
cover the cost of the improvement, There was 
considerable objection, but it was finally adopt- 


ed by a large majority. The bill has now passed 
to the third reading. A. F. R, Martin's oth e 
viding tor thesale by cities of Jand owned by 
delinquent taxpayers, was called up. The sale 
is to be made by Commissioners to be ap- 

ointed by the courts for that purpose. 

essrs. Martin and Corbin urged the passage of 
the bill. Mr. Seymour objected on the ground 
that the new assessment may be lower than the 
old. Mr. Hughes said he was opposed to the 
bill, because it gave the power of appointing the 
Commissioners to the courts instead of to the 
peopie. The bill was finally passed without 
amendment. 

Gov. Abbett this afternoon submitted to the 
Legislature a special message concerning the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court on the 
Railroad Tax act of 1884. In it he stated that 
there had been collected, under the law, the 
sum of $795,000, out of a total assessment of 
$952,000; that uuder former laws there would 
have been due, had the act of 1884 never been 
passed, $740,000, thus leaving $55,000 which the 
State would have to return to the railroads 
should the decision be sustained by the Court of 
Errors and Appeals. He said that the State 
would not suffer even if the Legislature did not 
pass a new law at this session. and he considered 
it useless to lengthen the session on that ac- 
count. He suggested the passage of a_ Dill 
authorizing the Governor, Controller, and 
Treasurer to dispose of so much of the State’s 
securities as may be necessary for the mainte- 
nance of the Government by reason of any de- 
ficiency that may occuron account of the ad- 
verse decision of the Supreme Court. Inconclu- 
sion, he declared himself to be firmly opposed to 
any direct State tax, the only practical effect of 
which would be to impose upon the owners of 
real estate heavier burdens than they now bear. 

The Republican members from Hudson County 
held a caucus this afternoon on the Second Ju- 
dicial District Judgeship, of Jersey City, made 
vacant by the resignation of Allan H. McDer- 
mott, recently appointed Clerk in Chancery. 
Assemblyman Alfred B. Dayton was the choice 
of the caucus. Dayton's nomination was bitterly 
opposed in full caucus this evening, as his elec- 
tion at this time would leave the House with- 
outa working Republican majority. The cau- 
cus adjourned for a week without making a

THROUGHOUT THE WEST. 

Curcaao, Feb. 23.—The following crop 
summary will appear in the Farmers’ Review 
this week. The returns from the Winter wheat 
fields are almost uniformly good. They present 
an outlook very nearly as favorable as those 
sent in early in 1885, when the prospect was ex- 
ceptionally good for a large yield. The snow 
has entirely disappeared from the fields, enabling 
avery clear understanding as to the condition 
of the plant, and from nearly every county in 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, and Kansas it is reported as looking 
strong and bealthy. The utter disappearance of 
the snow covering is the only serious menace 
now threatening the growing grain, and with 
another genera! fall of snow the outlook could 
hardly be better than is presented in the reports 
of the correspondents. A prolonged season of 
severe cold weather, with the fields still unpro- 
tected would, undoubtedly, cause damage which 
might completely change the tenor of the re- 
ports. 

The latest reports he 
and Washington Territofy are generally more 
favorable than at the same time last year. Out 
of 20counties of Kansas 18 report the crop in 
good condition, while unfavorable returns are 
made from Ottawa and Wyandotte Counties, 
where the plant shows injury from freezing 
while unprotected. With the exception of How- 
ard and Hendricks Counties, in Indiana, the out- 
look is reported to be very favorable. The re- 
ports from Ohio are uniformly favorable, In 
Southern Illinois two counties report a 
poor outiook, but the remaining counties 
make a very good showing. From Cen- 
tral Dllinois the returns are uniformly 

ood. The returns from Kentucky and 

issouri are generally of a glowing character, 
and in the former State the outlook 1s considered 
brighter for a good crop than beforein many 

ears. The Michigan reports do not indicate any 
arger yield than last year, but the reports are 
generally favorable. In Tennessee the reports 
indicate an average outiook. While it ig not yet 
possible to give anything like positive data the 
average inall the States, with the possible ex- 
ception of Michigan, will show a falling off as 
compared with last year. 

Theexports indicate that the stocks of old 
wheat in Dakota, Kansas, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and Illinois are pretty well exhausted, 
while considerable wheat is stil) held in farmers’ 
hands in Minnesota, lowa, and Michigan.

THR STRUGGLE FOR THE CONTRACT IN 
: COURT, 

ALBANY, Feb. 23,—The Argus Company 
and Secretary of [State Cook and Controller 
Chapin, who are endeavoring to give that Demo- 
cratio convern & little patronage, made a poor 
showing in court before Judge Learned to-day, 
when arguments were heard on the order com- 
manding the Clerks of the Senate and the As- 
sembly to show cause why a mandamus should 
not be granted compelling them to furnish to 
the Argus Company the copy of the legislative 
printing. The Hon. Hamilton Harris, counsel 
for the Clerks, read the affidavit of Mr, John 
D. Parsons, of the firm of Weed, Parsons 
& Co., who deposed that Secretary Carr 
and Controller Chapin had, on opening the bids 
forthe legislative printing, found the bid of 
Weed, Parsons & Co. to be the lowest; that on 
Dec. 31 Secretary Carr signed the lump contract 
of Weed, Parsons & Co., and Controller Chapin 
signed. the detail contract of the Argus Com- 
pany; that Controller Chapin casually met the 
new Secretary of State Cook at the Kenmore 
Jan. 1, 1886, and told him that the contract of the 
Argus Company would prove most advanta- 

eous to the interests of the State, and that 
f Mr. Cook should sign the Argus Company’s 
contract, when the proper time came he (Cha- 
pin) would prove it to beso; that tbe Secretary 
of State then agreed to sign the contract of the 
Argus Company, he (Chapin) being responsible, 

Mr. Harris also maintained that Weed, Parsons 
& Co. were the lowest bidders. The statement 
about Secretary Cook's action nonplused the 
Argus counsei, and they were obliged to consent 
to a decision putting the matter totrial. Judge 
Learned finally granted an alternative man- 
damus, giving the defendants the right to plead 
thereto, so that the facts may be settled by a 
jury trial, They have 20 days to file an answer, 
60 that it is improbable that the case will come 
up before the May Circuit. 





THE INDIANA TELEPHONE DECISION. 

Curoaco, Ill., Feb. 23.—Regarding the 
recent decision of the Indiana Supreme Court as 
to oharges for telephone service, to consider 
which the Directors of the Central Union Tele- 
phone Company held a meeting here yesterday, 
Vice-President Lauderbach, of that company, 
said to-day that the decision had fallen on them 
like a thunderclap, and it appeared as though 
they were in an almost helpless condition. He 


did not know what could or would he done. 
There were about 100 toll stations in Indiana, 
which barely covered the royalty to be paid the 
Bell Company, to say nothing of other expenses. 
Secretary Chapman said the rates charged to 
residences throughout the State was $3 a month, 
while places of business were charged $4. The 
Indianapolis and Terre Haute Exchanges were 
the only points at which they ag 0$5 a 
month, and that barely sustained the lines, He 
thought the company would have to quit busi- 
ness or continue at a loss until the injustice of 
the law could be shown in the Federal courts. 

An old member of the Board of Directors said 
there were many things to be considered before 
the Directors could decide what to do. Which- 
ever way they moved they were certain to lose, 
They could not continue to operate the wires in 
Indiana withouta serious loss, and they could not 
abandon the field because they were under con- 
tract to the Bell Company. They could not 
compromise with the Bell Company because the 
contract with it included valuable territory in 
Ohio and other States. The Central Union Tele- 
phone Company controls the wires of the greater 
part of the territory of Indiana and alargeshare

ABOLISHING CONTRAOT LABOR. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 23.—For some years 
past the White Sewing Machine Company have 
let out all their piece work to contractors, who 
had the supervision of those departments and 
hired and paid the laborers. Not long agoa 
committee of the Knights of Labor requested 
the firm to abolish this system and hire the men 


direct, which was done last week. It is under- 
stood that it was the prowess of the Knights of 
Labor that caused the White Sewing Machine 
Company to abandon the system of contract 
labor when their shops were closed Saturday to 
take the annual inventory of stock. Presi- 
dent White denies the truth of the story. 
“We have been contemplating this move a 
good while,” said he to THE ES’s corre- 
spondent to-day, “and the action was entirely 
voluntary on our part. We think that it will be 
to the interest of both ourselves and our work- 
men, We recognize no religion, politics, or labor 
organizations in the operation of our works, 
understand that the Knights are opposed to con- 
tract labor, and I think their opinions on that 
uestion are good. If they take ae dl satisfac- 
jon inthe belief that they have gained a vio- 
tory over us we are willing that they should en- 
joy it.”

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A HUSBAND'S LOVE LOS 


MRS. CHURCHILL TELLS WHY SHE 
LEFT HOME. 

SHE SAYS THAT MISS JOSEPHINE LEWIS 

ALIENATED HER HUSBAND'S AFFECTIONS 
AND DROVE HER AWaY. 


Wandering aimlessly through the cor- 
ridors of the County Court House yesterday was 
& Man concerning whose affections two women 
were disputing in court. He was Samuel A. 
Churchill], a prosperous butcher and a skillful 
County Democracy politician of the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District. His wife, Laura 
A. Churchill, asserts that Miss Josephine 
Lewis willfully abducted his love from her, 
and yesterday. before Judge Van Vorst and a 
jury,in the Supreme Court, she continued the 
sad tale she began to tell last Friday. As she 
talked she wept,and from time to time her 
emotion compelled her to stop. Miss Lewis’s 
demeanor was unaffected by anything Mrs. 
Churchill said. She sat all day without express- 
ing any feeling. Butat recess she must have 
given way, forasshe entered the Court House 
onherreturn from dinner she had to be sup- 
ported by a friend and tears clouded her big 
hazel eyes. 

Mrs. Churchill said she first noticed in July, 
1879, that her husband and Miss Lewis were 
strangely familiar. ‘‘I saw them meet in the 
hallway and the dining room. In the dining 
room they would sit together on a sofa. I also 
saw them in Miss Lewis’s room. Several times I 
noticed my husband rubbing his legs against 
Miss Lewis’s under the dining table.** After 
having discovered that letters had passed be- 


tween her husband and Miss Lewis, she met Miss 
Lewis in the hall and said to her: _ 

“You are in the habit of writing letters to 
my husband. And he writes to you.” 

**T have received letters from Mr. Churchill," 
Miss Lewis answered, “ but I gave them back to 
him after reading them.” ; 

One of these letters, which Mrs. Churchill 
found tornin a pocket of her husband’s coat, 
and which she patched together, was presented 
It ran as follows: . 

“DEAR JOSEPHINE: I am feellng very, very sad to- 
day. Youare not acting the same to me as you told 
me in your note you would be. Lo you mean what you 
are doing, or isit only a blind? I cunnot bear to see you 
paying so much attention to other people. * * * You 
are making love to some one else, I suppose you are 
tiring of'me. 1 staid until | saw his leg rub up against 
yours. I could not stand any more.” 

Letters said to baye been written by Miss 
Lewis to Churchill, making or breaking en- 
gagements to meet him, were also presented. 
They were all addressed to ‘*‘Sam,’? and were 
signed, variously, “ Uncle,”’ ** Uncle Peter,” or 
* Uncle John.” 

Resuming her testimony, Mrs. Churchill said 
that the room of herself and husband was on 
the top floor of the house, in Forty-ninth-street, 
owned by Miss Lewis’s mother, and rented by 
the witness. Miss Lewis's room was on the same 
floor. One night, when Mr. and Mrs, Churchill 
were preparing for bed, Miss Lewis called out 
from her room: 

** Samuel, come in and get a glass of ice water.” 

Partly disrobed, Samuel went to get the ice 
water. Mrs. Churchill fell ag When she 
awoke, her husband was not by her side. She 
went to Miss Lewis’s room, and found that 
young woman in a state of deshabille.SMr. 
Churchill was yet there. 

** What keeps you,” Mrs. Churchill asked him. 

“*T am getting some ice water,” said he. 

“One day at dinner,” Mrs. Churchill con- 
tinued, ** Mrs. Lewis, Miss Lewis, and my hus- 
band being present, [ charged Miss Lewis with 
having had criminal relations with my husband. 
* Mother, just hear her |’ cried Josephine, 

“Her mother turned to my husband and asked 
if what Isaid wastrue. Before he hadtime to 
answer I went over to him, and, putting my 
hand under his chin, raised his head, and looking 
into his eyes, said: ‘Have I not been a good and 
faithful wife to you ?’ 

** Sam, come here by me,’ said Josephine. 

“*He walked over and stood beside her. 

*** You are not going to separate me from my 
husband,’ £ said. : 

*** Yes; you are not good enough for him,’ she 
answered, 

“Tremember no more of what happened,” 
added Mrs. Churchill. “*I was crazy for several 
hours. J left the house. Since that time I have 
not resided with my husband and have not been 
en by him.” , 

“You obarge Miss Lewis with breaking up 

our home ?” said Lawyer George W. Lyon in 
ginning to cross-examine Mrs. Churchill. 

** Yes, Sir.” 

* You bate Miss Lewis, do you not ?”* 

** Hate isastrong word, I hate no living.soul. 
I feel very unfriendly to her.” 

** You want to punish her ?”’ 

“Ido. Thatis why Lhave brought my suit. 
I want to punish her by the publication of my 
own justification and by degrading her.” 

**Does it matter whether you recover any 
money ?” 

** 1 truthfully answer that it does not, I have 
no mercenary motive. Idon’t know Miss Lewis's 
circumstances.” 

‘““When did you form your present feelings 
toward Miss Lewis?” 

“ They came slowly. I began to feel most bit- 
terly toward her when I found the torn letter. 
I bad suspected that they were very free and 
intimate, and that she was leading him on. When 
I found that letter 1 became satisfied that their 
relations were improper. I am not naturally 

ealous. I put the pieces of the letter together, 

hen I walked into the parlor, where my hus- 
band and Josephine were, I called him a wretch, 
and told him I had found a letter from him to 
Josephine. Neither he nor she answered me, 
Afterward Josephine told me she could not help 
what my busband wrote.”

I 
talked with him and talked with her, I told her 
she would Ciagraee herself, and that I would tell 
her mother. She begged me not to tell.” 

Since she left bim, Mrs, Churchill said, her hug- 
band had asked her to live with him again. 

**Why did you refuse?” 

“I could not trust him again.” 

“Did he ever abuse you?” 

“He has cursed me." 

“ Did he ever accuse you of infidelity?” 

“Never,” responded Mrs, Churchill, with en- 
gray.,, “and he would not to-day it brought 

ere. 

“Were there not disputes between 
him respecting a Mr. Ross?” you end 

‘Yes. He was jealous of Ross.”

THE EXCUSE MR, LANGDON GAVE FOR 
LEAVING HIS WIFE, 

The family affairs of James R. Langdon, 
who is a member of Company A, Seventh Regi- 
ment, a Knight Templar, and a dealer in under- 
takers’ supplies at No. 833 Bowery, were pretty 
thoroughly discussed before Justice Gorman, in 
the Harlem Police Court, yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Langdon made bis first appearance in court 
on Saturday as defendant in a suit for abandon- 
ment. The complaint was made by his wife, a 
handsome brunette, who appeared at court yea- 
terday accompanied by a bevy of fair friends, 


On Saturday Mr, Langdon lost his head com- 
pletely; said the complainant was not his wife, 
and that be would not be worth a dollar if he 
were sold out under the hammer, He also said 
that the complaint was brought simply for the 
purpose of disgracing him in the eyes of his 
friends, 

He was represented by counsel yesterday, and 
made a very different statement. He admitted 
that Annie E, Langdon was his wife, and mag- 
nanimously offered to accept the word of the 
Rev. Joseph Byron, Rector of the Church of the 
Holy Rosary, when that gentleman produced 
his registry and testified that he had married 
James R, Langdon on April 16, 1885, to Annie E. 
Murphy. Mr. Langdon also admitted that he 
might:be worth something even if his stock was 
disposed of under a forced sale. He said his 
stock of goods was worth $100,000. He attribu- 
ted the wide difference between his statements of 
Saturday and yesterday to the nervousness that 
overcame a man on his first appearance tn a 
court of justice on a serious charge, Mrs. Lang- 
don was asked by the court to state her de- 
mands. Sbe said that on Jan. 8 her hus- 
band had left bis home, at No. 331 Pleasant- 
avenue, and since that date had contributed 
nothing to her support except $25, which she 
obtained this month as the rentof the upper 
part of the house. Mr. Langdon, she explained, 
rented the house for $800, and sub-rented 
a part fof it for $25 per month. He had left 
her because, he said, a woman had him inher 
power, body and soul. Her counsel was curious 
to know the name of the woman who exercised 
so much control over Mr. Langdon, and the 
Jatter's wife promptly said: “It is Nellie Mc- 
Ginnis, the forewoman of his store,.”” Mr. Lang- 
don volunteered the information that since he 
left his wife he had been sleeping at his store. Mrs. 
Langdon said she required $60a month for her 
support. Mr. Langdon offered to pay the rent of 
the house in which she lived, and to allow her to 
collect $25a month for the part which was sub- 
rented. Justice Gorman thought Langdon's 
offer a fair one, and dismissed the complaint 
against ae 

The defendant in the suit was asked by a 
TIMES reporter how the trouble between him 
and his wife originated. That was a private 
matter, he said, but he blamed everything on his 
mother-in-law. The latter, her two daughters, 
and three sons lived in the house with him and 
his wife at his expense, he said, and altogether 
they made it too hot for him. is wife, he ad- 
mitted, was not to blame and would be satisfied 
with what he gave her, but her mother wanted: 
to make a strike. 

Mrs. Laugdon tolda story that varied from 
this in a marked manner. She was urged to tell 
the whole story by one of the Rev. Father 
Byron's assistants, and did so as follows: ‘* There 
was no trouble in the house until last September. 
Then, when my husband was taken sick, he 
wanted to be removed toa hospital. I told him 
he could not get as good care anywhere as with 
his wife. He agreed with me, but said 1t would 
be too much trouble for me, It was no trouble, 
and I saidso. He remained at the house. One 
day his forewoman came to the house and asked 
toses him. WhenTIentered the room a short 
time afterward the woman had her arm around 
his neck. I was, of course, surprised. I 
left the room, and when I entered it again the 
woman was embracing him. I asked her if she 
knew the man she was embracing was my hus- 
band, and told her I would not allow such con- 
duct in my bouse. The womanasked my hus- 
band if I was his wife, and he said no. The 
woman taunted me, and said she would do as she 
pleased before such asI. A week later she met 
my husband, knowing he was a married man. 
When the woman left the house my husband 
be fay sy me for saying I was his wife, and add- 
ed, ‘That woman has me in her power, body and 
soul.’ I asked what he meant, and said po wom- 
an had a right to, or could, exercisesuch power.”

FOR KILLING HER BABY. 
eee aoeneetieeel 
A MOTHER ACQUITTED ON THE GROUND OF 
INSANITY. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 23.—In the Court of 


Oyer and Terminer to-day Annie Gaskins, a 


widow, 26 years of age, was tried for the murder 
of her infant child, 10 weeks old, on the morn 
ing of Dac. 27 last. The prisoner had occupied a 
room at No. 142 York-street, in the house of 
Mrs. Jane Gillen, About 6 o’clock on the 
morning of Dec, 27 the inmates of the 
house were aroused and informed that 
the 10-weeks-old infant of the prisoner 
had been killed by Mrs. Gillen’s cat. 
The Commonwealth claimed that the prisoner 
had done the killing. Its theory was that the 
ebild had been killed in an outhouse, and the 
blood permitted to run into the cesspool, The 
body was then carricd up stairs, washed, and 
dressed, and the statement made that the cat did 
it. Much evidence was produced to establish 
the theory of the prosecution, The defense did 
notattempt to disprove the killing, but relied 
on a plea of insanity, which was backed up by 
the evidence of insanity experts. The jury ren- 
dered a verdict of not guilty, on the grounds of 
insanity. The woman was then committed to 
the State Insane Asylum at Norristown. 

Mrs. Gaskins is small in stature and very plain’ 
Her complexion is pale. Around her forehead 
was wrapped a handkerchief. The vacant stare 
with which she gazed straight ahead created a 
general impression in favor of her acquittal, 
During the trial she did not display the least 
emotion and seemed to be utterly indifferent 
about the result. Once only when her husband's 
name was mentioned she placed her handker- 
chief to her eyes, but immediately after smiled, 
as though some pleasant thought had occurred 
toher. At the close of the trial she was sur- 
rounded by her friends and relatives, who con- 
_gratulated her on her acquittal. She displayed 
no feeling, however, until her little boy was 
brought to her, when she completely broke 
down and cried like a child, clasping her boy to 
her breast with all a mother’s fondness.

The mischief proposed in this case is the 
greater because a large part of the stand- 
ing demand obligations of the Treasury : 
are the United States notes, used as: 
money, the slightest discredit to which 
would cause millions of loss in a few 
hours. If Mr. Morrison were not too in-

An interesting anti-Chinese meeting 
was held in Portland, Oregon, on Monday 
evening—on WaSHINGTON’s birthday, of 
all days inthe year. ‘‘ About 1,000 per- 
sons” are said to have attended the meet- 
ing, and a committee was appointed to 
notify the Chinese, in the dignified lan- 
guage of the resolution of appointment, 
“to git up and git.” This magnanimous 
resolve was arrived at after two orators, 
who avowed themselves ringleaders of a 
mob at Oregon City, had explained that 
they had found the work of driving 
Chinese ‘‘a great deal easier than they 
had imagined.” There is a United States 
Attorney for Oregon, who lives in Port- 
land, and the avowals of these persons 
that they had headed a mob to violate a 
treaty ought to lead to some official action 
on his part. If the committee undertakes 
to execute its mission, it ought to have an 
opportunity to ascertain whether the driv- 
ing of United States troops is as easy 
and agreeable a pastime as the driving of 
Chirtamen. 








THE HONESTY OF THE UNITED 
STATES, 


For a little while the extreme silver 
men have been comparatively quiet. The 
resolutions on which Mr. Beck made his 
famous speech attacking the Administra- 
tion of his own party sleep in the Senate 
Committee on Finance. The resolutions 
of Senator Eustis, who has the same 
maggot in his brain as Mr. BEOK, only 
made more active by his personal griev- 
ances, lie calmly by the side of*the others. 
But no one can tell when they will 
be called up to furnish the text 
of more savage assaults upon the 
public credit. The silver question is sure 
to come up in the House-before long, and 
when it.does we may be sure that the 
first objective point upon which the 
united forces of the “cheap” money men 
will be concentrated will be the policy 
proposed by Messrs. Breck and EUSTIS 
of paying the bonded debt, interest and 
principal, in part in silver. They 
would push also for the payment 
of the demand debt, or legal tend- 
ers, in silver, if it were not that 
under the queer resumption act of 1875, 
the demand notes, though redeemable 
on presentation, are not payable at all, 
but must be kept outstanding and undi- 
minished in volume. 

Happily the silver men cannot ac- 
complish their purpose in this Con- 
gress. The firm will and sound con- 
science of President CLEVELAND inter- 
pose an invincible barrier to their dishon- 
estschemes. No act of Congress looking 
to the payment of any creditor of the 
United States in depreciated coin, except 
with his:own consent, will ever receive 
the approval of the President. But the 
discussion must, nevertheless, do great 
harm. Itshakes public confidence. All 
men of sense know that the integrity of 
the Government is an essential element in 
the reputation of the people of the coun- 
try and of every active business man in 
the country. It is especially so in our 
Republic, since the Government is repre- 
sentative. The Regent of France could 
bankrupt the monarchy without affect- 
ing the credit of its men of affairs; but 
when the French Assembly flooded the 
land with irredeemable assignats the com- 
merce of the nation was wounded al- 
most to death. The United States have 
reached a critical point in their history. 
The Supreme Court, with amazing folly, 
has declared that Congress can at any 
time issue thé notes of the Govern- 
ment and make them a legal tender 
for public and private debts, and in 
this sweeping, arbitrary, irresponsible 
power is included the right practical- 
ly to deal with the whole currency—coin, 
Government notes, bank notes—as Con- 
gress may choose. In sucha situation the 
serious proposition to pay the bonded 
debt in silver worth less than four-fifths 
of its face value makes every cautious and 
honorable business man timid as to the 
future. Congress, with the aid of the 
President, has the power to cheat; this is 
a proposition that it shall cheat. The 
President will prevent it for the present, 
but the whole future is made uncertain. 

It isa wretched misfortune that the is- 
sue should be faised, but now that it is 
raised it must be met. The people must 
themselves debate the question and re- 
solve that every man, whether Republican 
or Democrat, whether the Senator of 
New-York or the Representative from 
Missouri, who speaks in a wrong or ina 
doubtful sense on this cardinal question 
of the honesty of the Government shall, 
as soon as he can be reached, be stripped 
of his trust. Itis an insult to the people 
of the Republic to say that they cannot 
pay their honest debts as they have prom- 
ised to pay them. The past shows in what 
we have done what we can do. It is 
but twenty years since (Aug. 31, 1865,) the | 
debt of the United States amounted to the 
enormous sum of $2,756,481,571, or $78 25 
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try, while the interest charge was $4 29 
per capita yearly, The debt has in these 
twenty years been reduced one-half, It is 
now only $1,375,352,444. The proportion 
per capita to the population is less than 
one-third what it then was, being $24 09, 
and the per capita interest charge is less 
than one-fifth, or only 82 cents. Who can 
say that this generation cannot, in pro- 
found peace, with constantly growing 
wealth and enterprise, honestly meet ob- 
ligations’less than one-third as great as 
those which were met by the men who 
had just fought out the greatest civil war 
the world has ever seen? 

Nor can there be any doubt that the 
obligation is to pay in gold. It was gold 
we borrowed, and it was gold we promised 
to pay and ought to pay. The outstand- 
ing interest-bearing debt rests on the acts 
of 1870 and 1871, with the exception of 
about one-fourth issued under the 3 per 
cent, act of 1882, which simply renewed 
the conditions of the former acts. It is 
true that technically they are payable in 
the “‘coin” which was then legal tend- 
er, and that this included silver, 
But it is also true that in the 
mind of every person concerned in 
the borrowing or in the lending of the 
money on these bonds silver dollars were 
never thought of. Nosuch coin was then 
in existence except in cabinets of numis- 
matists. None was ‘issued or issuable.” 
to use the words of Mr. SHERMAN. Gold 
was understood and gold only. Gold was 
demanded for the bonds, was received for 
them, was promised in payment of them, 
was expected in payment, and by the un- 
varying practice of the Government every 
bond so far paid has ‘been paid in gold. To 
say that we can now pay in depreciated 
silver is to hold our creditors to the 
Shylock interpretation of what was 
‘‘nominated in the bond.” And we may 
be sure that if we insist on that the judg- 
ment of the tribunal of the world of 
finance will be as swift and sure and hard 
to bear as that Shylock encountered. We 
can enforce the letter of the bond, but 
only in a way that will cost us much of 
‘* our goods” and that precious possession 
our public credit, ‘‘confiscate’ to the 
outraged community of honest men 
throughout the world. It is to be hoped 
that the present Congress will defeat the 
swindling proposition; but if it does not, 
let the people recall the stirring cry which 
the lamented FESSENDEN gave the country 
in 1868, and now as they did then 
‘‘repudiate the repudiators.” 








FOR OPEN SESSIONS. 


Senator Moraan’s resolutions inquiring 
whether the conduct of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, as described in the Edmunds report 
upon the refusal to send to the Senate 
papers bearing upon appointments, does 
not constitute an impeachable offense, and 
whether the Senate has the power to ar- 
rest, try, convict, and punish him for that 
offense, appears to be a tactical ma- 
nosuvre, intended to bring the Republicans 
face to face with unexpected difficulties, 
This course seems to us, however, to be a 
mistake, and certainly it does not place the 
Democrats upon their strongest ground. 

Mr. EpMuNDs and the Republican Sen- 
ators who are acting with him oc- 
cupy a weak and false position. They 
insist that the Executive shall have no 
secrets from the Senate, though main- 
taining ail the while that the Senate may 
have as many ‘secrets as it pleases from 
the people. The obvious .course for the 
Democrats is to insist that there shall be 
an opening of doors all around, and to this 
end they ought to give Senator PLaTT’s 
proposition for open sessions a vigor- 
ous support. This course would meet the 
cordial approval of the people and would 
put the sincerity of their Republican op- 
ponents to the severest possible test. 

Should the Democrats adopt this manly 
and straightforward fashion of meeting 
Mr. EpmunbDs, we trust that they would 
have also the support of the President, 
with all that that implies as to his own 
policy with reference to furnishing the 
Senate with papers relating to appoint- 
ments, The secret session is the chief 
stronghold of the spoils system. It ought 
to be abolished. 








THE GAS STOCK INFLATION. 


The special committee appointed by the 
State Senate last May to investigate the 
consolidation of six of the gas companies 
of this city has submitted its report, ac- 
companied by bills intended to remedy 
the wrong which has been perpetrated 
upon the community, so far as that can 
now be done by legislation, The com- 
mittee makes a full exposure of the stock- 
inflating iniquity of the gas companies 
and recommends that the consolidation 
be annulled because unfairly capitalized, 
and that the assumed incorporation of the 
new company be annulled ayd its proper- 
ties and assets marshaled and distributed 
to those in law and equity entitled to 
them. It also recommends the establish- 
ment of a gas commission with power to 
supervise the operations of the companies, 
limit charges and profits, and regulate the 
quality and measurement of the gas sup- 
plied to consumers. 

Justice does not simply demand that 
the fictitious capitalization of the consolida- 
tion scheme should be wiped out, but that 
the capital on which dividends may be paid 
should be reduced to the actual cash in- 
vestment of the companies, or the present 
value of their properties measured by the 
cost of replacingthem. Thesound capital 
on which the gas companies rest having 
been ascertained, the profits which they 
should be permitted to draw from the 
people ought to be limited to not more 
than 10 per cent. of that sum. The ex- 
cess should be remitted by a reduction 
of prices or be turned into the public 
treasury as compensation for the fran- 
chises. The business of supplying gas- 
light to the people of this city is a public 
function which these companies were 
chartered to perform, and it should be 
controlled and regulated in the interest of 
the public. All that the companies are 
entitled to is a fair return on the capital 
actually invested, and the abuses which 
have been permitted in the past ought not 
to stand in the way of bringing the whole 
business back to a proper basis and a just 
relation to the people. 

Notwithstanding all that has been said 





on this suhiect in the last. year “the full 
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enormity of the inflation of gas-stock and 
the profits derived from it are hardly ap- 
preciated by the people who have so long 
been plundered. The single operation of 
consolidating the six companies in 1884 
swelled their nominal stock capital from 
$17,000,000 to $39,078,000 without the 
payment from the stockholders of any 
additional cash, and with a diminution: 
rather than an increase of the actual 
assets represented. But this $17,000,000 
apparent capital before the consolidation 
was largely fictitious. The $1,500,000 
of the Knickerbocker Company was in- 
cluded, but this stock was owned by the 
Municipal Company, which had paid for 
it in its own shares, 3,500 of those shares 
having been given for the entire 15,000 of 
the other company. Not only was this 
Knickerbocker stock—a mere fiction so 
far as the representation of capital was 
concerned—counted in making up the 
Consolidated Company, but it was exactly 
doubled in the issue of new stock. Stock- 
holders of the Manhattan Company were 
allowed $11,940,000 in the consolida- 
tion, though the aggregate of its stock 
was only $4,000,000, and $720,000 of that 
was a capitalization of surplus profits, 
The $4,000,000 of the New-York Company 
was swelled only to $7,560,000, but of the 
former sum only $750,000 was ever paid 
in in cash, The rest was made up from 
time to time by the issue of new shares to 
absorb sarplus profits, distributed as stock 
dividends. Of the $2,000,000 of the Har- 
lem Company $300,000 represented surplus 
profits and appreciation of property. The 
total cash paid to the capital of the six 
constituent companies was $8,727,050, and 
$2,488,250 of their shares was issued for 
the purchase of property. The rest was 
inflation in the guise of stock issued to 
represent profits not distributed in divi- 
dends but allowed to accumulate and 
finaliy divided by means of stock divi- 
dends. 

According to the calculations of Mr. 
YALDEN, who was employed as an expert 
accountant by the Senate committee, 
these six companies had paid in dividends 
a total of $57,741,618 27 and received an 
additional profit at the time of the con- 
solidation, in the form of an increase of 
stock representation, of $19,970,000, which 
with the surplus assets then divided gave 
$79,418,703 26 as the total benefits which 
they had derived from a cash investment 
of less than $9,000,000. 

In the present situation the people are 
compelled to pay a price for gas which 
gives the Consolidated Company an ac- 
knowledged profit of 7 per cent. on the 
whole volume of its watered stock. This 
is at least three times what it ought to be. 
It is to be hoped that the Legislature will 
not hesitate to deal with this outrage on 
the principle of exact justice, and that 
we shall not again have the disgraceful 
spectacle of a lobby, paid by the gas mon- 
opoly with funds extorted from the 
people, taking control of the two houses 
at the critical moment. In the present 
temper of the people any repetition of 
the scandalous corruption of last year-will 
not be safe. 








LIMITING TELEPHONE RENTS. 


The Supreme Court of Indiana has de- 
cided that the State law forbidding tele- 
phone companies to exact more than $3 a 
month for the use of a telephone attached 
to an Exchange is constitutional, The 
company in Indianapolis had been charg- 
ing $5 a month. The appeal that car 
ried the question to the Supreme Court 
was taken from a decision in a case which 
did not present the people’s side in the 
most favorable light, but this fact does 
not seem to have had any weight 
with the higher court. The plaintiff 
had asked the company to build a line to 
his farm, two miles beyond the city limits, 
and it appears that he might have had 
service for $3 a month if he had not re- 
fused to allow other subscribers to use the 
same line. He made a contract to pay 
$11 a month for the exclusive use of the 
line, and for taking that sum the com- 
pany was sued, The company intends to 
take an appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and upon such a state 
of facts it cannot complain that the con- 
ditions are especially unfavorable. 

But the Indiana court (Judge NIBLACK) 
took up the case as one of plain and un- 
qualified violation of the law, and there- 
fore the body of its decision is not be- 
fogged by any considerations concerning 
the contract made with this subscriber. 
The company contended that, inasmuch 
as the telephone had been patented under 
the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, a State Legislature had no power 
to limit the price to be exacted for the use 
of it. In reply the court holds that, 
while a patent secures to an inventor 
a monopoly by giving him the exclusive 
right to make, use, and sell the patented 
article, it does not empower him to make, 
use, and sell it without regard to and in 
violation of regulations imposed by State 
law. The company also asserted that it 
was merely a private enterprise, ‘‘no more 
subject to legislative control than any 
other private business with which a con- 
siderable number of persons had become 
connected.” The court’s remarks concern- 
ing this assertion are especially interest- 
ing bevause they define the nature of a 
telephone company and its duty as a com- 
mon carrier. Judge NIBLACK says: 


“It [the telephone] has already become an 
important instrument of commerce. No other 
known device can supply the extraordinary 
facilities which it affords. It may therefore be 
regarded, when relatively considered, as an in- 
dispensableinstrument of commerce. The rela- 
tions which it has assumed toward the public 
makeitacommon carrier of news—a common 
carrier in the sense in which the telegraphis a 
common carrier—and impose upon it certain 
well defined obligations of a public character. 
All the instruments and appliances used by a 
telephone company in the prosecution of its 
business are consequently, in legal contempla- 
tion, devoted toa public use. It is now a well 
settled legal proposition that property thus de- 
voted to a public use becomes a legitimate sub- 
ject of legislative regulation and control.” 

For these and other reasons he decides 
that the State Legislature has ample power 
to prescribe maximum charges for tele- 
phone service. But he adds that neither 
the statute under consideration nor the 
common law can require the company to 
construct a new line against its will or to 
maintain an old one longer than it may 
feel inclined to do so, That may be true 
with regard toa line demanded for ex- | 
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clusive use by a person.ituated far beyond 
the boundary of the city where the com- 


pany does business. But it should be 
remembered that it is a part of this 
common carrier’s busingss to supply tele- 
phones and telephone service to those who 
want them, in a district covered by its 
exchange. If it is supplying a telephone 
to one man for $3 a month it cannot as a 
common carrier refuse to supply one for 
the same price to another man who lives 
at no greater distance from its central 
office, or whose house is in the company’s 
recognized territory. It can go entirely 
out of the business, if it desires to do so, 
but so long as it remains at work it must 
treat with all applicants upon the same 
terms. If the closing paragraphs of Judge 
NIBLACK’s decision were intended to sanc- 
tion any other course they are obviously 
unsound and inconsistent with those which 
precede them. 

The local company is, of course, dissat- 
isfied with the result of its appeal, and is 
inclined to ask the Bell Company to re- 
duce its royalties, A rent of $36 a year is 
sufficient for the use of instruments 
whose original cost is only $3 42, and 
for the services of employés, cost of wire, 
&c. But the local company must pay to 
the Bell Company and the Western 
Union Company $14 a year for the 
use of the instruments alone, a rent 
which is extortionate. In this city the 
rent exacted from patrons ranges from 
$150 to $216. A bill has been introduced 
at Albany providing that here the rent 
shall not exceed $60 and that in other 
cities and villages of the State it shall not 
exceed $84. In view of this fact the his- 
tory of legislative regulation in Indiana 
may be interesting to telephone users in 
New-York. 


THE BROADWAY INVESTIGATION. 


In a statement printed this morning, 
Mr. FosHay makes an effort to show 
that the grant of the Broadway fran- 
chise was not in fact improvident. 
This effort is made about a yearanda 
half too late. The whole community was 
indignant when the franchise was grant- 
ed. It was granted at a hugger-mugger 
meeting of the Aldermen, to which 
enough Aldermen were summoned not 
merely to pass it in the first instance, 
but to make sure of passing it over the 
Mayor’s veto, At that time the elaborate 
justification now put forward for Mr. 
FosHAY was not thought of by anybody. 
The public criticisms of the arrangement 
by which the grant was made were dis- 
missed with the same cynical indiffer- 
ence by the grantees as by the Alder- 
men themselves, * who are well un- 
derstood to be outside the pale 
of public opinion. When the question 
was brought up again by a suit, Mr. 


FosHay and his associates were busily oc-. 


cupied in dodging opportunities-to appear 
and produce the justification of their 
course. When Mr. FosHay, who seems 
to care rather more than Mr. SHaRP what 
people think of him, is brought to bay and 
cannot escape examination, he produces 
this statement to show that the Aldermen 
really took very good care of the interests 
of the city, and that he himself has been 
guided throughout by a regard for those 
interests and for the interests of his stock- 
holders, 

Such a statement, produced at such a 
time, may safely be left to go for what 
it is worth, It may be noted that Mr. 
FosHay in his testimony confirms at 
every point the account published in yes- 
terday’s Times of the transfer of the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Road to 
a syndicate of capitalists, These capital- 
ists, having instigated an investigation to 
depreciate a property they coveted, now 
find that they have depreciated it too suc- 
cessfully, and that it is uncertain whether 
they have come into possession of an as- 
set or a liability. 

The answer to this question is to be fur- 
nished by Mr. Low’s committee, If that 
committee finds evidence upon which the 
Attorney-General and the Grand Jury can 
act that the charter of the Broadway Road 
was obtained by bribery, and is therefore 
voidable, the purchasers have bought 
something that they will have to buy 
again under more onerous conditions if it 
is todothem any good. They evidently 
counted upon the failure of the:investiga- 
tion when they bought the disputed char- 
ter after the investigation had actually 
begun. 

The supposition that the Aldermen were 
not bribed is not seriously entertained by 
anybody. The presence of a number of 
them at the sessions of the committee 
shows that, in the opinion of these Alder- 
men, they are examination proof. This 
confidence in his own powers of resist- 
ance to the pressure of counsel is not 
shared by the elusive Mooney. It is 
natural and commendable that the more 
reluctance this functionary shows to 
appear the greater should be the 
urgency of the demand for his ap- 
pearance, His testimony should naturally 


‘provide the basis for an examination of 


the Aldermen and should precede that 
examination. The committee is entitled 
to take its own time and to arrange its 
own order for the development of the 
facts. But we repeat that a secret which 
is known to at least twenty people, and 
to’which many of them must uncon- 
sciously have left clues outside of their 
own knowledge, cannot remain a secret 
if it is properly investigated. 

The resolution passed by the Assembly 
last night, whatever may have been the 
motives of its introducer, is the prac- 
tical conclusion of the investigation now 
going on. The only objection to it is that 
at this stage of the proceedings it is pre- 
mature, The Attorney-General would be 
warranted in taking such action only 
after positive evidence of corruption had 
been elicited. This evidence of what 
everybody believes to be the fact must be 
brought out to save the investigation 
from utter failure.

morning, that Mr. Wuitngry, Mr. DINs- 
MORE, and the Philadelphia gentlemen in- 
terested in the ‘“‘ Metropolitan Surface Rail- 
road Company” aided in making the de- 
mand for this investigation felt and heed- 
ed at Albany, but the demand would 
have been felt and heeded without 
their aid. The corruptions underly- 
ing Mr. SHaRP’s procurement of 
the franchise shocked public  senti- 

ment in this city, and the people and the 

newspapers of New-York, by insisting 

that the matter should be inquired into, 

forced the Senate to undertake the work. 

We believe that Senator Low’s committee 

is working in good faith and with zeal to 
get at the truth in this matter, and in- 

sinuations to the contrary ought not to be 

made on insufficient grounds. We have 

no doubt that the investigation will be 
pushed vigorously, and if evidence of 

bribery is not produced it will be-because 

that evidence is beyond reach. 

ArmouR & Co.’s open letter seems to 
call for further explanations from Com- 
missioner FINK concerning the rates on 
dressed beef. -Their figures show that those 
rates have changed from time to time 
since 1878, so that they have been at first 
50, then 60, and then 75, and are now 85 2-3 
per cent., more than the rates for live 
stock, and that they are not fair even 
upon the Commissioner’s “ principle” 
that the rate for a pound of dressed 
beef should be the same when the 
beef is carried in a live animal that 
it is when the beef is carried as beef. The 
Commissioner showed an apparent desire 
to maintain both branches of the business 
by means of railroad rates, and declared 
that railroad companies had “no right to 
aid one party in destroying the business 
of the other.” It certainly has no right 
to protect one branch of this business at 
the expense of the.people, simply because 
railroad men and railroad companies have 
large sums invested in stock yards and 
abattoirs. But what right has a railroad 
company to interfere with the beef trade. 
for the purpose of counteracting the re- 
sults of legitimate competition? As a 
common carrier it should take the freight 
offered by both parties and carry it at fair 
rates, without any anxiety about the fort- 
unes of either. Butif the railroads them- 
selves and the men who control them have. 
capital invested on one side they will im-. 
pose rates for the benefit of that side,

PROHIBITION IN TENNESSEE, 


—_—_>_ ——_— 
YESTERDAY’S CONVENTION OF TEMPERANCHRi 
PEOPLE IN NASHVILLE, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 23.—The convens 
tion held in this city to-day under the auspices 
of the State Temperance Alliance was one of 
the largest meetings of the kind that 
ever assembled in Tennessee. Representatives 
of many counties attended, and reported 
that the feeling in favor of prohibi. 
tion was growing stronger day by day. 
There were between 500 and 600 persons at tha 
convention, which met in the Grand Opera 
House, and held morning, afternoon, and night 
sessions, adjourning at 10 o’clock to-night, after 
adopting strong resolutions. The object of 
the assemblage was to more thoroughly organize 
and interest the temperance element, and to 
take measures to arouse the active co-opera- 
tion of all in the movement to secure 
the adoption of an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion prohibiting the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. -Every endeavor will 
be made by the Prohibitionists to in-« 
sure the passage by the next Legislature 
of a_ resolution to submit the question 
of prohibition to a popular vote at a special 
election, the last Legislature having passed one 
subject to the action of the next Legislature and 
a popular vote. The temperance men do not 
propose formally to put up any candidates, but 
they insist upon an unequivocal expression on 
the submission question by the candidates for 
= Legislature nominated by the party conven- 
ions. 

The Hon. Joseph H. Fussell, candidate for 
Governor on the Democratic ticket four years 
ago, presided at the meeting to-night. Many 
speeches were made, and a great deal of interest 
was exhibited. Over 50 colored delegates from va- 
rious parts of the State reported that the move- 
ment was becoming quite popular in their ranks. 
Although only 28 counties were represented, 
reports were received from many others, and 
every one who sympathized with the movement 
was invited to participate. At 8 o’clock the 
committee presented a lengthy set of reso! 
tions, which, after a great dealof discuss 
were adopted. The report said: 

“We Fp 1 against the formation of a new or thir 
political party. We neither ex t nor desire the aft 
ation of any existing party. It would be unwise 
prudent, and foreign to the purposes and objects 
our organization, to become entangled with ’ 
issues that now divide and Jantagonize existing 
political parties. We will not support any 
candidate for the next general Assembly w 
does not openly and unequivocally favor the submis 
sion of the pending amendment to a vote of the peo- 
ple. Whiie we do not demand of such candidates 
any further expression than a determination to favor 
submission, we prefer tosupport worthy aspirants who 
can and will indicate a determination to vote for the 
amendment at the ballot box, and the full force of 
whose moral support will be contributed to the cause.” 

It was contended by many that the last resolu- 
tion was too strong, inasmuch as it contains a 
threat, and in counties where the prohibitionists 
are weak, it would practically result in the dis- 
franchisement of voters. It was maintained 
on the other hand, that a positive stand should, 
be taken in order to secure the result hoped for 
and the resolutions went through.

THE AMUSEMENT SEASON 


| DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL 


' MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE. 

A long familiarity with the peculiar 
quality of Mr. W. S. Gilbert’s humor, and a 
consequent thorough appreciation of it, has 
prepared New-York theatregoers for the revival 
of “Engaged.” The most noticeable feature 
of the presentation at the Madison-Square The- 
atre last evening of this elaborate burlesque, 
for itis nothing more serious than burlesque, 
was the ready response of the audience to every 
verbal quibble, every bit of absurd reasoning. 
and, in short, all those passages which only 
Mr. Gilbert could have written. As the 
piece is Gilbertian through and through 
it wili be inferred that the laughter 
was almost incessant, and such is the 
case. A fact which perhaps struck many per- 
Bons present with the force of novelty was the 
striking similarity of this piece to the * Bab Bal- 
lads” and the librettos that have grown out of 
them. There is something more than a mere 
family resemblance between the _libret- 
tos; the same situations slightly altered, 
and the same delightfully illogical logic are 


repeated again and again. The ‘* Bab Ballads” 
rp the droliest and best things of their kind 
roduced since Tnackeray’s time; expanded 
nto librettos, with the same singular and 
irresistibly amusing ideas elaborated, they re- 
tain alitheir comic power. When Mr. Gilbert 
bas attempted more important work a serious 
defect has always manifested itself,a defect that 
unless overcome, which it is not likely to be, will 
ways prevent him from producing any lasting 
iterature. This defect is plainly apparent in 
Engaced” to the thoughtful observer; in the au- 
thor’s serious dramas, many of them very ingen- 
jous in design and remarkably facile and bright 
n execution, it becomes still plainer. It is utter 
eartlessness. There is no honest love, no self- 
crifice, no noble humanity in his mimic world. 
e 18 the sardonic jester always, holding 
ankind up to scorn and ridicule. In 
Engaged” the heartlessness does not in- 
berfere with the spectator’s enjoyment of a 
performance of the piece, especially one so 
lever and artistic as that given last night at the 
adison-Square Theatre. After the curtain has 
fallen, when one has time to reflect upon 
what he has been laughing at, the after- 
thought comes that in a three-act play, 
deftly constructed, well written, there is not 
sven # single unpremeditated gleam of human 
goodness. Tenpersonages have been amusing 
as, and of these every one isa clever compound 
of knavery and foolishness except one, who is 
pniy in sight an instant, and who is mere- 
ly a commonplace fool. “Engaged” is 
funny, though, and that will suffice to 
keep it on Mr. Palmer’s stage for a long 
while, perhaps until the Ist of May, when the 
reason ends. As we have said already, it will be 
better appreciated now than it was some years 
ago—before this public had become thor- 
pughly saturated with Mr. Gilbert’s humor. 
Jt is not acted much better than it_ was 
under Mr. Abbey’s management at the Park, 
for that was an admirable performance. But at 
that time the laughter provoked by its strange 
situations was never so spontaneous and bois- 
terous as that which marked last night's repre- 
sentation. People no longer feel compelled to 
explain the oddities of the text to others; 
and baving gained the power to look at Mr. 
Gilbert’s personages from his own point of 
view, their speech and action seem for the time 
perfectly natural and consistent. Among the 
actors last night Agpes Booth won the most 
favor, perhaps, by her capital portrayal 
of Belinda, a womafi*t who represents the 
most exaggerated form of selfishness and 
meanness, and yet, thanks to the skill of the 
author and, no less, to the art of the actress, is 
ronstantly amusing. But all the acting was 
finished and enjoyable. Mr. Kelcey was a buoy- 
ant Cheviot, Miss Russell a demurely immodest 
Scotch iassie, Mr. Massen a Scotch lad 
who seemed to bring the scent of the 
heather to the footlights. Miss Maud 
Harrison was properly artless and childlike as 
tful and designing Minnie Symperson. Messrs. 
Le Moyne, Flockton, and Frank Drew, Mrs. 
hillips,and Miss Marie Greenwald supported 
the other parts with the right spirit. The text 
was delivered by ali of them with the crispness 
of utterance and perfect sincerity needful for 
the performance of Mr. Gilbert’s extravagant 
plays. 


MISS THURSBY’S CONCERT. 

The concert tendered to Miss Emma C. 
Thursby last evening by many of that lady’s 
friends and admirers, and arranged with great 
tuct by Miss Ovington, was completely success- 
ful. The Metropolitan Opera House was com- 
fortably filled by a very representative 
audience, and the liberal programme of 
miscellaneous vocal and instrumental music 
was interpreted to general satisfaction. 
Miss Thursby’s appearance was, of course, await- 
ad with lively interest, and ber performances 
were heartily applauded. The numbers assigned 
to her were Mozart’s **O mia speranza adorata,’* 
the “mad scene” from Thomas’s * Hamlet,” 
and a very effective tarantella by Bizet. All 
were encored and had to be supplemented 
by encore pieces. Miss Thursby’s voice, 
In music that does not require too 
broad a style, is still firm and vibrant, and her 
execution is facile and sparkling. To admit that 
she can give the * mad scene” from “ Hamlet” 
with the contrast of timbre and accent, the weird 
tone-coior, the brilliant virtuosity, and the occa- 
sional dramatic power that varied, touching, 
and impressive composition requires, would be to 
concede too much; as a mere matter of mecnan- 
ism Miss Thursby’s execution is not equal to 
writing of thissort. The songstress’s rénderine 
of the lighter pieces on the housebill was, how- 
ever, delightfully easy and telling. M. Sylva, 
who divided the honors of the concert with 
Miss Thursby, was heard to particular ad- 
vantage in the tenor’s air from Gou- 
nod’s “Reine de Saba,"" the performer’s 
strong voice and exceptional declamatory skill 
causing the audience to grow quite enthusiastic, 
The recitative preceding the famuliar air from 
Verdi’s “Jerusalem’—known on the Ital- 
jan. stage by its initial words “La 
mia letizia’—was delivered with like vol- 
ume of tone and breadth, but the air 
itself was less suited to the singer than itis to 
a lyric tenor. Nevertheless M. Sylva was 
recalied. and his interpretation of Faure’s 
“ Les meaux” called forth another trib- 
ute of gratification. The programme em- 
b besides the foregoing numbers, 
airs by Haydnand Handel, sung by Herr Stau- 
digl, the lovely andante and finale from Men- 
delssohn's G minor piano concerto, daintily 
played by Mr. Richard Hoffman, and several 
orchestral pieces. Mr. Walter Damrosch con- 
ducted the band with commendable precision 
end feeling. 


POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The popular concerts at the Academy of 
Music keep on the even tenor of their way, but 
the programmes are not notable in point of nov- 
pity, and the soloists are few and far between. 
Nothing new was performed last night, 
and the soloist of the occasion was Herr 
Candidus, who, not having caused unusual ex- 
citement by his operatic achievements, could 
scarcely be expected to arouse enthusiasm in 
the concert room. The principal composi- 
tion assigned to the orchestra was Liszt's 
* Préludes,” and the well known symphonic 
poem, which long since won popularity through 
its melodious charm and its appreciable sig- 


nificance, was very effectively played, al- 
though with something less than the feel- 
ing and tonal briliiancy that it has oc- 
casionaliy been given with under Mr. 
Thomas's direction. The most important of the 
remaining numbers on the house bill were 
Bach’s major suite No. 8 embracing 
the familiar cantabile air first made known 
to the public by violin virtuosos, 
pom “* Norwegian Rhapsody,” and 
Mendelssohn’s ‘““Ruy Blas” overture. Mr. 
Candidus contributed to the entertainment 
Siegmund’s “ love song” from “ Die Walktire” 
and a serenade by Julius Sachs. The effect of 
the tenor’s work in the concert room is not 
impaired by the lifelessness distinguishing his 
performances on the lyric stage, bit his 
voice is not vibrant, and his powers of 
expression, through tonal color or accent, 
are very limited. His rendering of the “love 
song” was a respectable effo but it 
was not commended to critical admira- 
tion by beauty or variety of tone or by 
poetic feeling; the letter of the composition 
was there, but its spirit was wanting. Mr. Can- 
didus, however, was recalled, and he had to re- 
ae Wagner's measures. The day is near at 
and when not to be summoned forth or encored 
will constitute the highest compliment that can 
d an actor or singer.

MR. ROBERTS'S READINGS. 

The second of Mr. Charles Roberts, Jr.'s, 
Tiésday afternoon entertainments at the Madi- 
son-Square Theatre was attended yesterday by a 
large audience..

Another selection, an abridce- 
ment of Mrs. Browning’s *“* Rhyme of the Duch- 
ess May.” was given with the accompaniment 
from behind the scenes of a tolling bell, whose 
mournful sound was made to take the place of 
the words of the refrain—* Toll slowly.” This is 
anexpedient of doubtful value. It is certain 
that the bell did not serve the purpose which 
the poet intended the refrain to serve, for its re- 
curring sound distracted the attention of the 
audience from the reader. A translation of 
Burger's ghastly ballad, one of the minor classics 
of German literature. was read by Mr. Rob- 
erts, while Mr. Constantin Sternberg performed 
upon the piano the accompaniment by Liszt. 
The reader put both force and movement into 
the text which tells of the awful midnight ride 
of Lenore and her dead lover, and the effect was 
certainly impressive, if not as agreeable as that 
of most of the other pieces. Dr. Hale’s droll 
story, “My Double, and How He Undid Me,” 
and Lowell's “The Courtin’,” two admirable 
light pieces from the literature of our own coun- 
try, were well rendered, and it was noticeable 
that “The Courtin’,”* with the possible excep- 
tion ot Southey’s labored satire, was the best ap- 
preciated piece of the afternoon. The lIast en- 
tertainment of the series will be given next 
Tuesday.

JOHN NICKERSON’S WILL. 
Boston, Feb. 23.—Seth Nickerson, of 
Provincetown, one of the beneficiaries under 
the will of John Nickerson, in which the interest 
of Cape Cod folks is revived by the efforts mak- 
ing to reopen the case before the Barnstable 
Probate Court and thestatements made on behalf 


of tbe contestants, denies the statements that the 
will was signed by Nickerson when he was nearly 
unconscious, and on the morning of the 
day on which he died, May 3, 1869. lt was 
made and signed, he says, on May 2, the 
day before, which was Sunday eveniaog. 
Every word of it, he declares, was writ- 
ten in John Nickerson’s presence and at his 
dictation, and he signed it himself, as he was 
perfectly able todo. The only persons present 
besides Seth Nickerson were Capt Ryder and Dr. 
Jeremiah Stone, neither of whom benefited by it. 
Mrs. Caton, the housekeeper, was called in to 
witness it, and when it was done Mr. Nickerson, 
adds Capt. Ryder, gave it to him and he did not 
let it go out of his hands until it was filed in the 
Probate Court. The will may have been dated 
the 3d, a 3 being written over a2, for there was 
some talk, he thinks, about the logality 
of a will made on Sunday, but he insists 
that it was made and signed on the 2d. 
The deposition said to have been made by 
Thankful Thomas, which has been quoted and 
which it is claimed was afterward burned, 
he said was destroyed by agreement in a 
Boston lawyer's office. The arguments on certain 
law points on the question of reopening this case 
set down for hearing in the Barnstable Probate 
Court to-day, were —— on account of the 
enforced absence of counsel and will be heard 
some time next week. If the case is reopened it 
will soon be taken up. 


HORSEWHIPPED BY A GIRL.

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THE MINISTRY AS A PROFESSION. 


——~o--——— 
LECTURE BY THE REV. PHILLIPS BROOKS AT 
HARVARD COLLEGE, 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 23.—This evening the 
Rev. Phillips Brooks, D. D.,of Boston, gave 
the second lecture in the course which 
is being delivered at Harvard College on 
the different professions. Tne subject was 
““The Ministry as a Profession,” and the lecture 
was delivered to a body of students, which 
completely filled Sever Hall. The first 
thing that occurs to one in_ think. 
ing of the subject, said the lecturer, 
is the difficulty of thinking of it as a pro- 
fession. It was this difficulty’ which was 
so strong two centuries ago whicn 
led to the formation of the So- 


ciety of Friends, and which formed the 
basis of Oliver Cromwell's idea of the miuistry, 
that it was no distinct function, but be- 
longed to all as a part of * humanity 
itself. The ministry, however, consists 
of certain men who are appointed to 
do what it is the duty of all humanity to 
do. Ministers are simply the pattern for all 
that come after. A profession was the special- 
ized activity of a man. One is led to take 
one profession in preference to another because 
of his own recognized qualities and capabili- 
ties and by the needs of the community 
aud generation in which he lives. Between 
these two banks, hemming him in on 
either side, runs bis river of activity. There are 
three elements which unite in aiding a man to 
select bis profession: First, the desire to earn a 
living; second, to make the best man out 
of himself that be can, and third to do good 
to his fellow-men. Thethird of these is better 
than the second and the second better than 
the first. Every profession has some ruling 
principle. In the ministry the fundamental 
Principle is that there is always need of human 
connection between God and all the hu- 
man machinery of this world. 

man takes this position, 

one side and his fellow-men on the other, 
he becomes a minister. Taxing the pro- 
fession at the. present day, the lecturer 
asserted that t owas never & more 
practical thing. Leadership is the great 
want of the day, and in the ministry this 
want is most apt to be supplied. The country 
will never cease to feel the evil effects of the 
hostility of the ministry to the great 
anti-slavery movement, but since the times 
have changed, the ministry has become prac- 
tical. It is more ready to grapple with the 
leading questions of the day and _ less 
ready to spend its vitality on theological 
discussions. Ministers are the head and line of 
many of our movements for charity, temper- 
ance, civil service reform, &. The difficulty of 
Settling the social questions of the day is 
largely due to the atmosphere which surrounds 
the work. This creation of favorable conditions, 
this formation of atmospheres, is the great work 
of the ministry. The lecturer then spoke of 
the more immediate qualifieations for the minis- 
try, of the broader and wider field of work which 
was continually opening up, and of the best 
preparation for the ministry, closing with 
an earnest plea for the studies which his fathers 
had called the ** humanities,” as they would con- 
fer the benefit of a broad manhood and the ad- 
vantages of a wide scope. 





GLADSTONE AND HIS SON-IN-LAW.

At the marriage of Miss Mary Gladstone 
the people who came to look on were allowed to 
occupy every seat except one that was reserved 
for the Prince and Princess of Wales; a few 
seats in another pew were kept for the Glad- 
stone family, and were occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Gladstone, the bride’s mother, (who 
wore the historical blue velvet.) and Mrs. Wick- 


ham. Mr. Gladstone did not comedown from 
his place in the chancel to invite the Prince and 
Princess into the vestry. He followed the bride 
and bridegroom, and the Prince “ personally 
conducted” the Princess and Prince George out 
of the church. When the happy pair came out 
again Mr, Gladstone hurried down the aisle after 
them. He neither spoke to nor even looked at 
any of bis friends. Once he turned to beckon 
to Mrs. Gladstone, and she immediately set off 
after him, Mr. John Drew. the father of the 
young clergyman to whom Miss Mary Gladstone 
was married last week, is one of thé most 
ardent and active Conservatives in Devonshire 
and a Tory of the “stern and unbend- 
ing” type. Mr. Drew is a land surveyor ina 
large way of business, and acts as agent to Lord 
Devon for the Powderham and Moreton estates, 
The Rev. Harry Drew was educated at Newton 
Abbot school and at Keble College, Oxford. He 
wastutor to the son of Lady Anne Speirs, of 
Elderslie, for some time, and then returned to 
Newton as assistant master, atter which he be- 
came traveling tutor tothe second son of Lord 
Manvers, who died at Rome.

DEPUTY KELLETT’S MURDERER CAGED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 23.—Last night, 12 
miles from Canton, James McCoy, the murderer 
of Deputy Kellett, was captured. Since the deed 
was committed Marshel Nelms has been 
working on the case, and when McCoy 
come into Georgia the Marshal knew it. Last 
night he organized a posse and started for 
the home of McCoy. When he arrived there he 


found that the man he wanted was at home. 
McCoy was prepared for intruders, and when his 
door opened he ani his three brothers and a 
man pamed Chumly met the posse witn 
pistol shots, and but for the coolness with 
which Marshal Nelms and his deputies acted, a 
fatal fight would have taken place. Deputy 
Ira Campbell was nearest McCoy, and in- 
stead of killing, he only knocked him 
down with his gun. The others, seeing’ 
their leader captured, gave up without 
resistance. Kellett had been a lifelong compan- 
ion of McCoy. Ten years ago the two men 
guarreled, when Kellett shot McCoy. The 
latter secured the bullet, and declared 
that he would never part with it until 
he sent it into Kellett’s body. Of late 
ears McCoy has been an illicit distiller. When 
Marshal Nelms came into office he made 
Kellett one of his deputies. The first 
work assigned to him was the capture 
of his old adversary. When in a 
secluded spot near McCoy's den in Chattooga 
County, Kellett was shot down by two men, one 
of whom was McCoy. Since that time the other 
man has not been heard from, and the rumor is 
that he, too, was killed by McCoy, so as to be out 
of the way. 


THE MORMON PROSECUTIONS. 

Satt Laks City, Feb. 23.—Five persons 
are under arrest to-day for the assault on 
United States District Attorney Dickson 
Jast night, viz: Frank J. Cannon and 
Hugh Cannon, sons of George Q.: An- 
gus Cannon, nephew of the same; James 
Buckley and 8. A. Kenner. The indications 
point to a matured plot to assassinate Mu Dick- 
son. Apostle George Q. Cannon sent Mr. 
Dickson a message to-day expressing horror 
and detestation at the assault and hop- 
ing he would believe that he had no 
hand in it or anything byt condemnation for it.

AN EARLDOM IN DISPUTE. 


A TORONTO TAILOR WHO THINES HE CAN 


SETTLE IT. 
From the Toronto (Canada) Globe, Feb. 20. 

For the last 18 years William Stapleford, 
an Englishman, a tailor by trade, has been a resi- 
dent of Toronto, At present he isemployed by 
Mr. Sackman, of King-street, and has charge of 
his workroom. In England Mr. Stapleford was 
engaged in the same business, and among his 
Patrons was the youthful Viscount Hinton, son 
of the sixth Earl of Poulett. Forsome time 
after coming to America Mr. Stapleford corre- 
sponded with Viscount Hinton, but for about 
ten years past he has never heafd from him. 


Within the last five or six weeks, however, & 
startling report has reached his ears. It seems, 
according to what Mr. Stapleford says, that the 
Earl of Poulett married a very handsome young 
woman name Elizabeth Newman, who was great- 
ly his inferior in social position. Atthat time he 
was only a Captain in the Seventh Regiment of 
Fusiliers. The marriage took place at Lyon 
Terrace, Portsmouth. Some time afterward 
Capt. Poulett, through his tather, Admiral Pou- 
lett, succeeded to the earldom. Asis sometimes 
the case when a man of high position allies him- 
self with a woman of plebeian origin, the Earl 
grew weary of the wife or his early days, and 
bestowed his attentions elaewhere. The result 
of this wasa separation, the Countess receiving 
& small annuity of a few hundred pounds. Of 
this union Wilham ‘Turnor Thomas Poulett, 
Viscount Hinton, was the sole issue. When the 
separation took place the Countess Poulett and 
her son took rooms at Mr. Stapleford’s house, on 
Brougham Terrace, in London, and remained 
there until the time of her death in 1871. 

Not long afterward Mr. Stapleford Jeft for 
America, and Lord Hinton was supported by an 
annuity received from Mr. Annesley, of No. 47 
Lincoln’s inn, his father’s lawyer. The Earl, 
after the death of his wife, married a woman 
who foralong time had been his mistress, and 
by her he bad one son. Mr. Stapleford is now 
informed that the Earl seeks to deny the 
claim of his eldest son, and to supplant 
him with the child of his former mistress. 
Lord Poulett, he says, has never attempted 
to cast any doubt upon the legitimacy of 
Viscount inton, but will simply seek to 
deny his rng ¥ Mr. Stapleford is well 
able to establish Lord Hinton’s claim, and is 
now most anxious to proceed to England and 
give his evidence in favor of his old patron. He 
asserts that the latter did not treat him very 
well in money matters, and is considerably in 
his debt. When he heard, however, that the 
Earl sought to dispute his son's just claim his 
indignation was aroused, and he at once an- 
nounced that before long he would return to 
aeeans and offer his testimony in favor of Lord 

nton. 

Mr. Stapleferd was first informed of this ac- 
tion of Earl Pouiett’s through a leading law 
firm of this city. This firm sent for him, and, as 
he says, “pumped him” as to what he knew in 
the interests of Ear] Poulett, and then informed 
him that they would have to write to Mr. J. C. 
Stogdon, ot No. 18 Clement’s Inn, London, be- 
fore telling him what they would do. This gen- 
tieman, on hearing that Mr. Stapleford’s testi- 
mony would be directly in favor of Lord Hin- 
ton, wrote to his agents in Toronto, and directed 
them toinform Mr. Stapleford that they would 
do nothing for him. Mr. Stapleford for some 
time has been anxious to return to England, 
and wished to be furnished-with sufficient money 
to enable him to do so. He has now made up 
his mind that he will leave no stone unturned 
to see that Lord Hinton is not deprived of his 
rights, and purposes at once to communicate 
with Mr. Brooks, of Doctors Commons, the Vis- 
count’s solicitor. 

Viscount Hinton was born at Southsea, Dec. 
15, 1849, and was educated at Church House Col- 
lege, Merton, Surrey. He was tor some time en- 
gaged as a clown and pantomimist at the Sur- 
rey Theatre and elsewhere under the nom de 
guerre of “Mr. Cosman.” On Dec. 6, 1869, he 
married Miss Lydia Ann Shippy, ballet dancer, 
and has issue living, viz., the Hon. William 
Henry George and the Hon. Amy Kate Rose. 

The London News, just to hand, contains a re- 
port of proceedings at the Lambeth Police 
Court in-a case in which Viscount Hiuton stood 
charged, with others, in a conspiracy to obtain 
goods by false pretences. George Allcock was 
represented to be an agent for Hinton in the pur- 
chase of a couple of hammerless guns for £21 
and £27,and evidence was given to show that Hin- 
ton received the guns. Payment not forthcom- 
ing, the dealer endeavored to find Lord Hinton’s 
address, and, not succeding, wrote to his father, 
Lord Poulctt, but the letter was returned 
through the Dead Letter Office. The case was. 
adjourned.

THE FIGHT AMONG CIGARMAKERS. 

Messrs. Foster, Hilson & Co., the cigar 
manufacturers, who last week acceded to the 
terms of the International Union, yesterday ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. Strasser, President of 
that union, saying that they were in- 
formed that the Knights of Labor were form- 
ing organizations of cigarmakers who worked 
for firms that paid a much lower scale of wages 
than tbat demanded by the International Union, 
If that were true the firm argued that the Knignts 
of Labor regarded the union's prices as exorbi- 
tant, and the firm expected that the union 
would reduce its scale, or the firm would be 
compelled to reduce wages to the standard fixed 
by the Knights. It was also reported that the 
Progressive Union would dissotve in the 
evening, and reorganize as an assembly 
of the Knights ot Labor. Last evening 
the Executive Committee of the Progress- 
ive Union met, and Secretary Joblonowski 
said that at the next meeting of the union it 
would be decided whether 1t weuld resolve itself 
into a Knichts’ Assembly or not, 

Internationals said last night that the Knignts 
of Labor constitution forbids the organization 
of more than one aesembly of any one 
trade within a certain radius. There is already 
one assembly of cigarmakers in New-York, and 
that is the International body. Paul Hermann, 
Secretary of the International Strike Commit- 
tee, said that the committee had been informed 
by the Knights of Labor that one of the 
large firms in whose shop the union 
ha ordered a strike would eld to- 
day and become an International favtory. 
As to the letter of Foster, Hilson & Co., Mr.

CARLYLE’S SOUNDPROOF ROOM. 
From the London Observer. 

On Saturday a memorial tablet to 
Thomas Carlyle was fixed in Cheyne-walk, Chel- 
sea. There is a quaint incongruity and irony 
about the whole thing that would have pleased— 
or, rather, amused—Carlyle himself. Carlyle 
lived in Cheyne-row, Chelsea, at No. 24. The 
house is well known. Americans, and even 
Englishmen, pay pious pilgrimages to look at it. 
But the premises have got into Chancery, and 
there they still are. Consequently it is impos- 
sible to get adequate permission to fix the tab- 
let, and it ts now stuck up, forthe present at 
any rate, on the side wali of No. 49 in Cheyne- 
walk. There it will propably remain forever, or 
at any rate until all record of a genuine 
character has become dim, and even 
the ‘“*soundproof”® room is_ forgotten. 
This soundproof room, we _ believe, still 
remains. Carlyle had a neighbor who fell 
into the then modern craze for Cochin China 
fowls, and whose favorite cock disturbed Car- 
lyle. Carlyle wrote angrily demanding that the 
bird should be forthwith exiled or destroyed. 
The answer was non possumus. Then Carlyle, in 
anger, built himself a soundproof room, for- 
getting that soundproof rooms are, like safes, 
absolutely incapable of ventilation. The room 
completed, he Jooked himseif up in it, and 
smoked; and, being fortunately missed, was dis- 
covered by a housemaid senseless upon the floor. 
Old Chelsea is now rapidly disappearing, and its 
few relics are proportionately precigus. It has 
been improved out of existence, The noted 
bunhouse, Don Saltero’s, and other such places 
which had memories of their own, are gone. 
Even old Battersea bridge is now being pulled 
up by the roots, and Cremorne Gardens (which 
might well have been preserved with their noble 
trees as a place of public recreation) have fallen 
a prey tothe speculative builder, and are now 
the * Cremorne estate” in small flats.

SUNK IN A COLLISION. 

San Franorsco, Cal., Feb. 23.—The 
steamer San Pablo, which arrived here to-day 
from Yokohama and Hong-Kong, reports 
that the Union Line steamer Corinth, 
Capt. Anderson, from Kobe, Japan, for 
Singapore, in ballast, was struck on the 
starboard side by her Majesty's ship Firebrand, 


Commander David L. Dickson, from Amoy for 
Foo-Choo, on the night of Jan. 22. The 
collision occurred near Amoy, and the Corinth 
sank within half an hour. Ali hands suc- 
ceeded in getting on board the Firebrand, 
which conveyed them to Amoy. From the 
latter eye they proceeded to Rong-Kong. 
where they arrived on Jan. 26. Nothing was 
saved from the vessel except a portion of the 
ship’s papers. It has not been ascertained where 
the fault of the collision lies.

EX-SENATOR GIBBS’S ATTEMPT TO 

‘ GET THE SECRET, 

Bis PERSONAL INVESTIGATIONS : WHICH 
LED HIS COMMITTEE TO DROP THE 
BROADWAY FRANCHISE INVESTIGATION, 

Ex-Senator Frederick 8. Gibbs yesterday 
old a TO“Es reporter the story of the attempt of 
last year’s Senate investigating committee to get 
some of the Broadway Railroad Aldermen to tell 
the story of how the franchise was given to 
Jacob Sharp. Mr. Gibbs prefaced his statement 
with the remark that many people supposed no 
bonest effort had been made by him or his com- 
mittee to obtain any facts on the subject. It 
seemed to be taken for granted that no investi- 
gation had been made, for about the same reason 
as,in the popular mind at least, operated to 
push the railroad scheme through the Board of 
Aldermen. He then continued: 

“I regard the result of the pending investiga- 
tion into the Broadway Railroad matter, so far 
as it has gone, asacomplete vindication of my 
course on the committee of last year. I don’t 
believe the present committee has any facts in 
relation to the matter at all, and I am quite sure 
that the committee of investigation of which I 
was Chairman had no facts in its possession upon 
which I could hope to conduct a successful in- 
guiry. The matter of an investigation of the 
granting of the Broadway Railroad franchise 
was not brought before the committee untu De- 
cember. Some of the newspapers then raised a 
howl over the matter, and,as Chairman of the 


Committee, I naturally considered it my duty to 
consider the subject. I conferred with the other 
members and also with the counsel of the 
committee, Charlies P. Milierand John H. Stra- 
han. Mr.Miller always pretended to have certain 
facts, but we never could pin him down to a 
statement of them. He wanted te conduct the 
investigation without the committee at all, and 
this was not my idea of what should be done. I 
think every one knows me well enough to sup- 
pose that I havesome common sense and some 
olitical experience. When an investigation of 
he matter was suggested I felt tbat the man 
who could successfully probe the mystery would 
be the greatest man in the city. Nothing would 
be too good for him. Any office in the city 
would be his for the asking. I was ambitious to 
pecupy such a position before the people. I 
wanted to do what was rigkt in the matter, and 
Tknew that even the nomination for Mayor, 
with assurance of election; was mine if the in- 
vestigation could be successfully conducted. 

* At the same time that I knew what the re- 
gult of a successful investigation would bring 
me I was equally certain that after once starting 
out failure to get at the facts would be worse 
than political defeat. It would be political 
death. Neither the committee nor myself could 

“afford to go on a wild-goose chase’after facts. 
We must know just what we had to act upon, 
and if those facts were sufficient to make success 
reasonably certain we would feel it our duty to 
0 into the investigation. You must remember 
that Mr. Charles P. Miller had nothing to lose by 
failure. He could conveniently blame the com- 
mittee. I felt that I would have to atand a very 
large share of abuse anyway, s0 1 wanted to be 
gure of my foothoid before I went ahead. 

**Tt was when feeling this way that I made a 
quiet littie investigation of my own on the sub- 

ect. I had heard stories about Alderman Miller 
ing ready to tell all he knew, and I got him in 
room with me and said to him, ‘ Miller, you 
Eeowr just how this thing was worked, and you 
had better tell us.’ He protested he knew 
nothing about the matter. Ilsaid: ‘We have 
this matter dead to rights, Miller, and for the 
spake of your family you had better come out 
and let us have the facts.’ He still protested, 
however. that he could tell nothing. ‘I don’t 
know who else may have got any money, but I 
got none,’ he said. * Well, Miller,’ I said, ‘you 
may be making a great mistake. We have this 
thing down fine, and you are a fool if you put 

‘yourself in a hole for any one. You ought 
to think of your family and of your- 
self above everything.’ He would say noth- 
ing. however, further, than to repeat that 
he only knew he had received no consideration 
in the matter. After talking with him alittle 
while longer J finally said that I had a dispatch 
from Alderman Waite re to testify before 
the committee, and lshowed him the telegram. 
He didn’t budge from his position, however. I 
then said to him: * Miller, your wife bas been 
saying some things to people in the Ninth Ward 
about the use of money inthis matter, and we 
know what she said.’ He replied that he didn’t 
believe that his wife had said anything of the 
kind, and offered to go on the stand and testify 
to the fact. 

*“ While I was having this talk with Alderman 
Miller there was another gentleman present who 
is weli known in this city. Seeing that I nad 
failed to get anything from the Aldérman he 
asked me to let him talk to that gentleman 
quietly and alone. He could do no more with 
bim, however, than I had done, and so we left 
the matter. 

“After the failure with Alderman Miller I 
tried the same game on Alderman Pearson, who 
in 1884 represented the Thirteenth District in 
the board. I made every effortto get him to 
make a statement on the whole subject, but I 
could not succeed. Pearson had been unfriendly 
With me for some time previously because 
prevented his being nominated by the Republic- 
ans of the district. After his yote on the Broad- 
way Railroad matter I told him that he had 
killed himself forever and that he could not be 
renominated. He’ replied that he would get the 
nomination in spite of me and be elected, too. 
went to see all my friends in the district, Clar- 
ence Mead among the number, and through 
these and other offorts that were made Mr. Pear- 
s0n was beaten. In my talks with Mr. Pearson 
on this matter he always claimed that the reason 
he voted for the franchise was because * Jake’ 
; Sharp controlled so many railroads in the Thir- 
teenth District that he had become quite a po- 
‘litical power there. As to Sharp having consid- 
erable * pull’ there, that is true, as many know to 
their cost. 

* Failing to get anything out of either Alder- 
‘men Miller or Pearson, I next tried Alderman 
Fullgraff. 1 had reason to believe that Mr. Full- 
graff was not entirely satisfied with the outcome 
of the whole matter, and I fully expected a little 
‘yielding on his part. When I approached him 
jon the subject, however, he toid me, in more 
‘forcible than polite language, that he didn’t care 
‘what the committee proposed to do, but he was 
going to mind his own business. 1 tried several 
times to get something out of Hullgraff, but in 


ain. 

“The three Aldermen I have mentioned as to 
my having sought to exert an influence upon to 
sive out the true story of the deal were gll as to 
whom any suggestion of ‘squealing’ had ever 
been appliea. The other Aldermen were what 
might be called old-timers, and 1 knew, as every 
one else familiar with the subject knew, that 
nothing could be gained by going to them, un- 
less some pertinent preliminary facts were first 
obtained. I therefore called the committee to- 
gether and reported briefly what the result of 
my iabors had been. One of our counsel, Charles 
P. Miller, had meanwhile thrown out hints about 
what he could do if sole charge of the investira- 
tions were intrusted to him, and at last I went to 
him and asked him fora piain statement of the 
facts in his possession. All he could, or at least 
gil he did, suggest was that the committee sum- 
mon Alderman Charles Dempsey, who, he said, 
from being a clerk in the Fire Department, bad 
risen to be the possessor of real estate worth 
some thousands of dollars. I asked Mr. Miller 
how he knew that Mr. Dempsey’s wife hadn't 
furnished the money, and suggested that the 
real estate might have been bought with the 
winnings on a race course or with money ac- 
guired in some kindred way. He made no reply. 
As he could not or would not tell me any more 
of what he knew, I began to be convinced that 
he knew nothing, and as I certainly knew noth- 
ing, and no other member of the committee 
knew anything, I thought it better to abandon 
the investigation, at least on the terms dictated 
by Counselor Miller. 

** Meanwhile the newspapers kept up an awful 
fuss over the whole matter. Everywhere an in- 
vestigation was being demanded. The papers 
didn’t seem to appreciate the difficulty of the 
‘situation. Our committee had only 10 days in 
which to make an investigation, and had no facts 
to go upon, except you count as facts the many 
rumors and barroom stories that were afioat as 
to when this man was paid so much,and how 
\that man got away with a portion of another 
‘man’s doodle. We could take no stock in these 
stories; they were entirely gossippy, and, so 
far as we knew, entirely devoid of truth. 
The clamor for an investigation became so 

t, that, despite our own convictions that 
‘ailure would follow, 1 made a final effort to ob- 
tain one. Counselor Miller had resigned, and I 
went to engage Elihu Root in his place. He 
wouldn’t serve. however, and all our efforts to 
find suitable counsel to conduct such an inves- 
tigation as we intended to conduct were fruit- 
less, The time when we would be obliged to put 
in our report to the Legisiature came nearer and 
nearer. We had done a great deal of work in 
the city, and we had to prepare bills relating to 
almost every department of the City Govern- 
ment. The Shaler matter had engrossed a creat 
deal of attention, and a history of that part of 
the investigation had to be prepared. There 
was notbing for us to do but toshut right down, 
and we did so. 

** Now,” said Mr. Gibbs in conclusion, ‘I have 
given you the whole history of last year’s com- 
mittee’s efforts to have an investigation of the 
Broadway Railroad matter. Tar Times may not 

ive me credit for good faith, but I don’t believe 
t will deny that subsequent events have proved 
how hard it would have been for our committee 
to have got at anything in 10days. I went at 
that Broadway Railroad question in just the 
same way that I went for the armory frauds. 
We had no evidence against Ger. Shaler, neither 
did we know anything definite as to the con- 
nection between him and Monmouth B. Wii- 
son. We absolutely bluffed and bulldozed 
® confession out of Wilson. I tried to 
do the same thing with ‘the Aldermen. 
The difficulty there was that they wouldn't be 
bluffed and bulldozed. I could do nothing with 
them. Ihad any amount of gossip and talk, 
but no evidence. Looking back at my efforts 
then and considering the evidence thus far 
taken by the present Senate committee, I am

A MOTIVE FOR AN ASSAULT, 
en ee 

HINTS AT THE CAUSE OF THE DEATH OF 
ALONZO E. MALLETTE, 

Some additional light was thrown on the 
private habits of Alonzo E. Mallette, the young 
man who died in the Roosevelt Hospital on Feb. 
16, by statements made before Coroner Levy 
yesterday. Since Mallette was picked up uncon- 
scious and witha fractured skullon the side- 
walk at Eighth-avenue and Twenty-first-street 
late on the night of Feb. 15, detectives and per- 
sonal friends have been trying to find out 
whether his injuries were the result of an acci- 
dent or of a murderous assault, and there has 
been a diligent search fora motive for an as- 
sault, Isaac P. Brown, of Newark, N. J., told 
the Coroner yesterday that he had known 
Alonzo E. Mallette for eight or nine years. He 
wasa manufacturer of goods in which Mallette 
dealt, and he therefore had frequent business 


transactions with the dead merchant. He had 
not seen Mallette intoxicated since 1878, but he 
knew that the young man was very sociable 
with his friends, and that hecould “carry an 
awful iot of liquor.” Mr. Brown last saw Mal- 
lette in the iatter’s office, at No. 12 Cortlandt- 
street, between 2 and 8 o’clock P. M. on Monday, 
Feb. 15. Mallette appeared perfectly sober then, 
and Brown did not drink with him. 

“Did Maliette ever tell you anything about 
his relations with a woman up town?” asked 
the Coroner. 

“ Yes, he did,” replied the witness. ‘“*I wasiin 
his office about the Ist of last September, and 
after we had transacted our business he re- 
marked, ‘By the way, I have got a girl—some- 
thing new.’ I asked if she was married, and 
Maillette said she was. He told me that she lived 
at No. 221 West Twenty-first-street, and said 
that her name was Livingstone. He said that 
the woman’s husband was away from home two 
or three nights every week. About 10 days 
afterward he told me that ‘the old man’—mean- 
ing, as I supposed, Livingstone—had caught him 
there and had kicked upaterrible row. He did 
not tell me that he had been ‘fired’ down stairs 
and severely injured. The next time I saw Mal- 
lette was about the leat of last December, and he 
then informed me that he had quit the woman 
and was attending strictly to business. I never 
heard about his being engaged to marry Mrs. 
Nash, bis landlady.” 

Police Captain McElwain, of the Sixteenth 
Precinct, informed Coroner Levy that he was 
prepared to prove that Mailette was caught in 
another house than Livingstone’s about the 
middie of last September and severely hurt, 
either = A falling or by being thrown down stairs. 
The Livingstones, the Captain said, had nothing 
to do with this affair, which happened outside 
of the Sixteenth Precinct. 

The Coroner announced that he would begin 
the formal inquest in the case at 11 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. Capt. McElwain was fur- 
nished with subpoenas for 20_ witnesses, includ- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. William H. Livingstone, of 
No. 221 West Twenty-first-street; William 
McKee, of No. 253 West Twenty-first-street, who 
says that he saw Mallette lying on tne 
sidewalk at Exghth-avenue and Twerty-first- 
street before Patrolman Armstrong reached 
there, and Bernard Wolff, in whose Ninth-ave- 
nue saloon the dead merchant is saidto have 
spenta part of Monday night playing billiards 
or cards. Capt. McElwain has got the names of 
the three men who helped Patrolman Armstrong 
carry Mallette to the station house. They are 
Thomas Heale, of No. 385 West Twentieth- 
street; Patrick Rooney, of No. 344 West Seven- 
teenth-street, and William Collins, of No. 451 
West Eighteenth-street. Their statements wil! 
be taken, as will also the statements of afew 
friends of Mr. Mallette who assembled at bis 
boarding place on the fatal Monday night to 
play whist witb him. 





APPROVING TARIFF MEASURES, 


PORTIONS OF MR. HEWITT’S BILL WHICH 
MERCHANTS ESPECIALLY LIKE, 


Ex-President Forest H. Parker presided 
at yesterday’s meeting of the Produce Exchange 
to approve certain features of the tariff bill in- 
troduced in Congress by Abram 8S. Hewitt. The 
list of Vice-Presidents, which contained the 
names of a good many influential men outside of 
the Produce Exchange’s own membership, in- 
cluded J. Pierpont Morgan, James M. Brown, 
8. P. Blagden, H. A. Oakley, Benoni Lockwood, 
Daniel Barnes, H. H. Swift, Alexander E. Orr, 
William Marshall, William R. Grace, Vernon H. 
Brown, Seth Low, Henry O. Havermeyer, G. 
Schwab, 8. Foster Higgins, Edward Hincken, 


Ambrose Snow, J. A. Bostwick, H. O. Armour, 
Lioyd Aspinwall, Charles M. Vail, J. Edward Sim- 
monds, Franklin Woodruff, and R. B. Minturn. 

Under the present tariff laws imported goods 
may be deposited in bonded warehouses for one 
year; the importer paying the duty on the quan- 
tity deposited; under Mr. Hewitt’s bill it will be 
possible to continue oes in bond for three 
years, and the duty will be payable on the quan- 
tity withdrawn. The difference contemplated 
is of much consequence to the merchants, who 
insist that Mr. Hewitt’s bill is in line of needed 
reform. It frequently happens that goods 

laced in bond lose in quantity during storage 

n the warehouse. This is particularily true of 
wines and liquors liable to the action of evapora- 
tion. Under the present law the duty must be 
paid on the quantity put in bond originally. Mr. 
Hewitt’s bill lays no duty on any goods that 
disappear while in bond; his tax is upon the 
,goods when taken out of the bonded warebouse. 
Forest H. Parker, in addressing the Produce 
Exchange meeting, suid: ** Nothing would seem 
to be more absurd than that the Government 
should puta tax on what does not exist, but 
that’s what our present tariff lawsdo. If a fire 
in a bonded warehouse should destroy 500 hogs- 
heads of sugar the Government would collect 
no duty, but if the 500 togsheads of sugar snould 
evaporate instead of burn the duty must be 
paid. Evaporation 1s taxable. Smoke is ex- 
empt. The distinction is a little hard for ordi- 
nary merchants tosee. Now, tbe Government 
should encourage storage in bonded warehouses. 
The policy of accumulating merchandise in this 
country would be advantageous to a variety of 
interests.” 

Osgood Welsh offered a resolution approving 
of that part of the Hewitt bill which provides 
for extending the time of storage and the charge 
from levying duty at the time goods are depos- 
ited in bond till the time they are released. H. 
F. Hitch, A. B. Miller, and S. P. Blaeden spoke 
in favor of the resolution, which was passed. H. 
¥. Hitch, Charles M. Fry, Osgood Welsh, 8S. P. 
Blagden, and Franklin Woodruff were appointed 
a committee to visit Washington and urge upon 
Congress the adoption of the favored portions of 
Mr. Hewitt’s bill. Then, upon motion of Gustav 
Schwab, the bill asa whole was approved anda 
resolution of thanks to Mr. Hewitt was adopted. 





MISSOURI PACIFIC LITIGATION. 

There was another hearing yesterday, 
before Special Master in Equity Edward K. 
Jones, of the action of the Pacific Railroad of 
Missouri against Robert L. Cutting, Jr., Peter 
Marié, and others. Messrs. Cutting and. Marié 
testified as to the suit against the Missouri 
Pacific, giving a detailed account thereof and 
also a like account of the work of the commit- 
tee of stockholders they represented and which 
was appointed to prosecute the suit. Mr. Marié 
said he was willing to leave his compensation 
for personal services to the discretion of the 
committee, and Mr. Cutting presented a claim 
for . $25,000 for the services of the entire 
committee. William H. Sage, in behalf of 
Richard C. Kerens,a stockholder, objected to 
allowing the committee any compensation for 
personal services on the ground that the com- 
mittee was self-uppvinted and therefore not en- 
titled either to compensation for its services or 
to an allowance for the employment of counsel. 
Counsel for Messrs. Cutting, Marié, and the other 
members of the committee offered to present a 
copy of a Missouri statute empowering the 
stockholders of a railroad company to act for 
the railroad when the company 1s not ina condi- 
tion to act for itself, or its constituted officers 
fail or refuse to act for it. They offered also to 
resent the minutes of the stockholders’ meet- 
ng which appointed the committee. The shear- 
ing was then adjourned to enable the counsel to 
procure the promised aocuments. 





TROUBLES IN BUSINESS. 

A meeting of the creditors of the New- 
York Plow Company was held yesterday at the 
office of the company, No. 55 Beekman-street. 
A committee was appointed to make an exam- 
ination of affairs, and they reported the total 
liabilities to be $86,237, of which $67,377 is unse- 
cured and $18,860 secured. The nominal assets 
are $46,600, leaving $27,740 to pay the unsecured 
debts. The committee recommended a compro- 
mise at 30 cents on the dollar—10 cents cash, 10 


cents in six months, and 10 centsin one year in 
unsecured notes, which was unanimously ac- 


cepted. 

Joseph Hartel, surviving partner of the firm 
of Hartel & Co., glass signs, at No. 58 Centre- 
street, made an assignment yesterday to Charles 
Wolff, giving a preference to G. G. Wolfram for 

8,000. Mr. Hartel and Gustave Silverberg 
bought out the business from Mr. Wolfram last 
Summer for $12,000, paying $4,000 in cash and 
giving notes for the balance. Mr. Silverberg 
committed suicide on Feb. 7. 





AT OLD POINT COMFORT. 

Many important changes have been 
made in the Hygeia Hotel, at Old Point Com- 
fort, Va., during the past few months which 
will undoubtedly surprise and please the habit- 
ués of that well known resort. The entire 


exterior of the building has been painted, shades 
of olive, brown, and red predominating. The 
interior has been redecorated and partly refur- 
nished, The central parior, near the elevator, 
has been enlarged te more than double its for- 
mersize, and in the centre is a triangular chim- 
ney of pressed brick, with a fireplace in each of 
the sides. A swimming pool of sea water has 
been introduced into the Turkish baths. Other 
important improvements have been made in 
the gentlemen’s and ladies’ baths. The bath 
apartments are finished in marble, brass, and 
cherry, and are provided with cathedral giass 
windows.

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PERILS OF THE ATLANTIC, 


THE BARK VERONICA DISMASTED IN A VIO- 
LENT JANUARY GALE. 

The bark Veronica, of St. John, New- 
Brunswick. arrived at this port in a dismasted 
conaition, in the tow of the tug Ocean King, on 
Monday evening. Capt. Payson, of the Ve- 


ronica, reports that he sailed from Hamburg for, 


Norfolk on Nov. 11, with a small cargo. From 
the outset heavy gales were encountered. On 
Jan. 8 in latitude 386°, longitude 172° 55’, 
the wind, after blowing with great fury from 
eastward, backed around to southwest. This 
caused a heavy cross sea,in which the vessel 


labored violently, although she was under very 
short sail. Capt. Payson brought the vessel up 
into the wind during the night. This placed a 
tremendous strain on the back stays, and the 
masts were carried away at the mastheads, wlth 
everything attached in succession. The crew 
managed to clear away the wreckage during the 
next two days, and on Jan. 11, the gale having 
abated, spare sails were set to the stumps of the 
masts and the vessel continued her voyage. The 
Veronica reached Norfolk on Feb. 3, but Capt. 
Payson found indifferent facilities for repairing 
his vessel there, and he decided to come to this 
port in tow. 

The steamship Castor arrived yesterday from 
Rotterdam, after a stormy passage of nearly 24 
days. She encountered a series of terrific gales 
from southwest to northwest, which greatly de- 
layed her, but escaped without any injuries. On 
Feb. 14, in Jatitude 47° 16’, longitude 46° 16’, the 
Castor was caught in a large ice floe. Capt. 
Vesser steered to the southward tor 80 miles, 
and 14 hours after entering the ice he emerged 
into open water. The ice was in most places 
from 12 to 14 inches thick. Other steamers had 
evidently passed through the floe, as in some 
places the ice was covered with paint which 
seemed to have come from a véssel’s sides. On 
Feb. 22, when off Fire Island, the Castor passed 
a quantity of wreck stuff, consisting of hatch 
coamings, plank, &c., which hadapparently been 
in the water but a short time. 

The schooner Maggie Abbott, which arrived 
yesterday from St. Marc, Hayti, was caught ina 
violent gale from the west-northwest on Feb. 20. 
Her jibboom and foretopmast were carried 
away, sails were blown to pieces, and other dam- 
ages were sustained. 





DEMONSTRATIVE CIGARMAKERS. 


MEMBERS OF OPPOSING UNIONS LANDED IN 
A POLICE COURT. 

While patrolling Avenue C* yesterday 
forenoon an officer heard two pistol shots near 
Twelfth-street, and in that vicinity found a 
young man holding a smoking revolver with 
two empty chambers, The young man was ar- 
rested, and in the Essex Market Police Court 
gave hisnameas Frank Brapeek, a Progressive 
Union cigarmaker. His lawyer said that the 
strike at the shop of Levy Brothers had just 
been declared ended, and that the cigarmakers 
were celebrating the event by a jollification. 


The prisoner had asked permission of a baker to 
fire off his pistol In the basement of his place 
and it had been granted. The Internationa 
cigarmakers present declared that the strike at 
Levy Brothers’ was still in force so far as the In- 
ternational Union was concerned, and that the 
prisoner was a scab. who was trying to intimi- 
date the International pickets. Justice Power 
held the prisoner for trial for carrying a pistol 
without a permit. 

Another case in which the cigarmakers of the 
opposing unions were involved also came up. 
Nathan Wince, an International picket at Levy 
Brothers’ shop, was arrainged on a charge of 
having broken the nose of Jacob Reisch, a Pro- 
gressive picket at the same place. Reisch was 
confined at the Mount Sinai Hospital. The Pro- 
gressives said that they also had their pickets to 

rotect their members who worked at Levy 

rothers’ at lower wages than were allowed by 
the Internationals, and that Reijisch was assaulted 
by Wince without any provocation. Counselor 
Louis Steckler said that a discussion took place 
between the pickets, and that the defendant 
asked Reisch how he could belong to a,union 
that accepted low wages for its members when 
it could get higher pay. Reisch, who had a 
knife, or a pair scissorsin his hand, struck at 
Wince and cut him in the hand. Thereupon 
Wince struck back. The complainant, he said 
was not much hurt, and had gone to the hospital 
for effect. The accused was held for further ex- 
amination.

The nephew took charge of the remains, and 
sent them to an undertaking establishment. 
Coroner Levy thinks that Clark took an over- 
dose of morphine. An autopsy to determine the 
cause of death will probably be made to-day.

A CHILD SUFFOCATED. 

Minnie Rosenfeldt, the 4-year-old daugh- 
ter of Reuben Rosenfeldt, a tailor, was suffo- 
cated and her body was scorched yesterday fore- 
noon in a fire which originated in an apartment 
adjoining that of the Rosenfeldts, on the sixth 
floor of 8 densely populated tenement house at 
No. 174 Division-street. Four families, number- 
ing 8adultsand 12 children, live on that fioor, 
and at9o’clock yesterday morning two of the 
apartments were deserted and none but chil- 
dren were in the others. The fire originated in 
the tenement of Samuel Rosenburg, probably 
through the playing with matches by children, 
and it spread through three apartments on that 
floor and worked down to the two floors below. 
The Rosenbure children were rescued by their 
mother, who was in the lower part of the build- 
ing, und was alarmed at the smoke. Samuel 
Rosenfeldt, 2 years old, was rescued by firemen, 
nearly suffocated. He will recover. The dam- 
age to the building, which is owned by E. & 8.
